ever built in this or any other country, 
while being at the same time the most ex- 
pecitiously constructed. Her owners con- 
sider her the finest steamship out of the 
port of New York, and the most competent 
judges do not hesitate to indorse their ver- 
dict, which reflects very highly upon the 
builders and outfitters.

How excellently the builders have carri 
out their contract, without the slightest 
hitch or delay, and with everything as 
perfect as if vears instead of months were 
occupied in construction, is shown by the 
ship herself and the record of her being 
put together. Here is a magnificent steel 
steamship of 3.078 tons, with every modern 
improvement and equipment for the pas- 
senger and freight business, costing $350,000, 
and a credit to every party concerned as 
well as the flag which she flies, delivered 
complete in only 240 days from the time 
the contract was received, a record unpar- 
alleled in the history of American ship- 
building and probably unequaled in any 
other country.

44%. and 73 inches 
diameter for the high, intermediate and low 
pressure respectively, and a com 
of inches. Steam will be 
four single ended boilers, each 
inches dlameter and 12 feet in length.

inch. Propelling power is obtained from a 
single screw made of steel in one casting. 
The name of this ship, which issomewhat 
of a departure from the time-honored cus- 
tom of the Old Dominion Co., but none the 
less American on account of its apparent 
style, is taken from the southeasternmost 
county of the state.

I did this, sprang down, and standing 
by my panting horse in a marshy hollow 
some 200 paces from the road, listened in- 
tently. For twenty minutes, it may be, but 
they seemed to be hours to me. After the 
iife I had been leading in London, this Jone- 
liness in the night in a strange ard wild 
place, and with a relentless enemy on my 
track, appolled my very soul. I was hot, 
and yet I shivered and started at the least 
sound. The scream of a curlew daunted 
me, the rusiling of the rushes and sedge 
shook.me; when a sad wail, as of a multi- 
tude of lost souls, passed over head, I 
cowed almcst to my knees. Yet inasmu*h 
as these sounds, doleful and dreary as they 
were, were all I heard, and the night eir 
brought no trampling of distant hoofs to 
my ear, I had reason to be thankful, nnd 
more than thankful; and my mare having 
by this time got her wind again, | led her 
back to the road, climbed into the saddle 
ard plodded on steadily, deriving a won- 


derful relief and confidence from the 
thought that Smith had followed me 
Londonwards. 


Moreover, I had conceived a_ sort of 
horror of the loneliness of the waste coun- 
try side, and to keep the highway was 
wifling to run some risk. I took it that the 
10ad I was traveling must bring me to 
Romney, ani for a good hour and a half I 


jogged with a loose rein through the gloom, 


the way becoming even flatter and wetter, 
the wind more chill and salt, and the night 
darker, the moon being constantly overcast 
by clouds. In that marshy district are few 
hamlets or farms, and those of the smallest 
and very sparsely scattered. Once or twice 
I heard the bark of a distant sheep dog, 
and once far to the left I saw a tiny light, 
and had the idea of making for it. But 
the reflection that a dozen great ditches, 
each wide enough and deep enough to 
smother my horse, might lie between me 
and the house, availed to keep me in the 
road; the more as I now felt sure from 
the saltness of the night air that Romney 
and the sea were at no great distance in 
front of me. Presently, indeed, I made out 
in front of me two moving lights, which I 
took to be those of ships riding at anchor, 
and* my weary mare qu@ckened her pace 
as if she smelled the stable and the hay 
rack. 

For five minutes 


after that I plodded 


on in the happy belief that my journey 
Was aS good as over and I was saved, 
and I let my mind dwell on shelter and 


safety and a bed and food and the like, 
all awaiting me, as 1 fancied, in the patch 
of low gloom before me, where my fsncy 
pictured the sleeping town. Thencna sud- 
den my ear caught the dull beat of horse’s 
hoofs on the road behind me, and my heart 
standmwg still with terror, 1. plucked at 
my reins and stood to listen. Aye, and it 
was no fancy; a moment satisfied me of 
that. Thud, thud, thud-thud, and then 
squash, squash, squish-squish! A horse was 
coming up behind me, and not only behind 
me, but hard upos me—within than 
a hundred paces of me. The soft, wet road 
had smothered the sound up to the last mo- 
ment. 

The rider was so close to me indeed, 
and I was so much taken by surprise 
that the moon sailing at that instant into 
a clear sky showed me to him before I 
could set my horse going; and as I start- 
ed, whipping and spurring desperateiy, I 
heard the mam shout. That was cnough 
for me; plunging recklessly forward along 
the wet boggy road, I flogged my horse 
into a jaded canter, and leaning low in the 
saddle in mortal fear of a bullet, clcsed 
my eyes to the danger that lay ahead and 
thought only of escape from that which 
followed on my heels. 

Suddenly, and while I was still k’cking 
and urging on my horse, before the first 
flush of fear had left me, I heard a crash 
and a cry behind me; but I did not dare 
at that moment to look back. [ only lean- 
ed the lower and clung the more tightly 
to my horse’s mane and still rressed on. 
By and by, however, hearing nothing, it 
fiashed on me that I was no jonger pur- 
sued; and a littie later taking courage to 
craw rein and look back warily, I found 
that I could see nothing nor hear any 
sound save the heavy panting of my own 
horse. 

I had escaped. I had escaped and was 
alone on the marsh. But, as I soon sat- 
isfied myself, I was no longer on the cause- 
way along which I had been traveling 
when the man surprised me. The wind 
which had then met me was not on my 
right cheek; the lights for which I had 
been heading were no longer visible. The 
track, too, whem I moved cautiously for- 
ward seemed more wet and rough; after 
that it needed little to convince me that 
I had strayed from the highway, probably 
at the point where my pursuer had fallen. 

This, since I dared not return Ly the 
way I had come, terribly perplexed me. 
I dismounted, and shivering with wet stood 
by my horse, which hung its head and 
estleasly lifted its feet by turns as if it 
already felt the engulfing power of the 
moss. Peering out every way I saw noth- 
ing but gloom and mist, the dark waste 
and unknown depths of the marsh. It 
was a situation to try the stoutest, nor 
aid it need. the mournful sough of the 
winds as it swept the flats, or the strange 
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rose from the sloughs about me to add 
the last touch of fear and melancholy to 
the scene. 

Though, for my own part, I sank in no 
ferther than my ankles, the horse by its 
restlessness evinced a strong sense of dan- 
ger and I dared not stand still. but as 
clouds had again obscured the moon and 
absolute, to advance 


the darkness was 
seemed as dangerous as to remain. liow- 
ever, in fear that the horse, if I stood 


where I was, would break loose from me, 
I led it forward cautiously, and then the 
track growing no worse, but rather bet- 
ter, and the beast seeming to gain confi- 
dence as it proceeded, I presemtly 1cok 
courage to remount again, and dropping 
the lines allowed it to carry me whither 
it would. This it did slowly and with in- 
finite caution, smelling rather than feeling 
the way and often stopping to try a doubt- 
ful spot. Observeg how wonderfully the 


instinct of the beast aided it and remem- 


bering that I had once been told that 
horses feared nothing so much as to be 
smoored (as the fenmen call it) »nd would 
not willingly run that risk, 1} R2ned con- 
fidcnce myself; which the event juscified, 
for by and by I caught ta duil sound of 
sea Waves booming on a beach, anda few 
minutes afterwards discerned in the sky 
before me the first faint streaks cf dawn. 

Heaven knows how ~welcome it was to 
me. I was wet, weary and shivering 
with cold, and with the aruish air of 
that dreary place, which is so unwhclesome 
that I am told the ratives take drugs to 
stave off the fever, as others do ale and 
wine. But at the sight I pricked up, and 
the horse, too; and we moved on briskly, 
and presently by the help of the growing 
light, and through the gray mist which 
trebled the size of all objects, I saw a 
huge wall cr bank loom acress my path. 
I was close to it when I discerned it, and 
I had no more than time to despair of 
surmounting it, before the horse was al- 
ready clambering up it. Scrambling and 
slipping among the stones, in a minute or 
so, and with a great clatter, we gained the 
summit, and saw below and before us the 
smooth, milky surface of the sea, lifting 
lazily under the fog. 

So scen it had a strangely weird and 
pallid aspect, as of a dead sea, viewed in 
dreams: and I stood a moment to breathe 
my horse and admire the spectacle; nor 
did I fail to thank ,God that I was out 
of that dreary and treacherous place. Then 
considering my future movements and not 
knowing which way I ought to take —to 
right or left along the beach—to gain the 
more quickly help and shelter, I was rein- 
ing my mire down the seaside of the bank 
when a welcome sound caught my ear. It 
w2s 2 man’s voice giving an order. I halted 
and peered through the sea haze, and by 
and by i made out a boat lying beached 
at the edge of the tide, some 150 yards to 
my left. There were men standing in it. I 
could not see how many; and more were In 
the act of pushing it off the strand. Their 
voices came to me with singular clearness, 
but the words were unintelligible. 

The sight gave me pause, and for a mo- 
ment I stood reconnoitering the men. To 
advance or not was the question, and I was 
still debating it, and striving to deduce 
something ftom the men’s appearance, 
when something, I never knew what—per- 
haps some noise, all-apprehended—led me to 
turn aside my head. Whatever the cause of 
the movement it apprised me of something 
little suspected. Not fifty paces bchind me 
I saw the figure of a g*ant horseman loom- 
ing out of the mist. He was advancing 
along the summit of the sea wall below 
which I stood; hence, I saw him before he 
made me out; and this gave me the start 
and the advantage. I had time to take in 
the thing, and seize my horse by the head, 
and move eigift or ten paces toward the 
boat before he took the cue. Then on neith- 
er side was there any concealment. With 
a cry, a yell rather, the mere sound of 
which flung me into a panic, the man 
urged his horse down the bank shouting 
fiercely to me to stand; I in utter terror, 
spurred mine across the beach toward the 
méen I had seen. 

I have said that I had some sixty yards 
of start, and 200 or so to cross, to reach 
the boat; but the horses were scarcely able 
to trot, a yard was a furlong, and the sand 
swallowing up the sound of hoofs, it was 
a veritable race of ghosts, of phantoms, 
laboring through the mist across the fiat, 
with the oily Stygian sea lapping the shore 
beside us. He cried out tn the most violent 
fashion, how bidding me stay and now bid- 
ding the men stop me. And for all I knew 
they might be in his pay, or at best be 
some of the reckless desperadoes who on 
that coast live by owling and worse prac- 
tices. But they were my only hope and I, 
too, cried to them, and with joy I saw them 
put in again—they had before set afloat. 
Believing Smith to be gaining, I erted piti- 
fully to them to save me, and then, my 
horse stumbling, I flung myself from the 
saddle and plunged through the sand to- 
ward them. At that, two sprang out to 
meet me and caught me under my arms 
and in a moment, amid a jargon of cries 
in a foreign tongde, whipped me over the 
side into the boat. Then they pushed it off 
and leaped in themselves, wet to the thighs; 
and as my pursuer came lurching down the 
beach, a pistol drawn in his hand, a eouple 
of powerful strokes drove the boat through 
the light surf. Waving frantically he yelled 
to the men to wait, and rode to his boot 
soles into the water, but with a jeering 
laugh and a volley or foreign

Several years ago Nera Coz -and .- Mr. 
Chapman constructed a joint fence between 
their lots. The fence was built half upon 
her property and half upon his. She says 
that as her lot was higher than that of 
her neighbor's the planks were nailed upon 
the railings from her side of the fence. 
This was partly necessary, she says, from 
the fact that every rain washed some of 
her property down upon the fence, and 
the fence was all that kept her land from 
Washing away. Some time ago Mrs. Cox 
filed a damage suit against Mr. Chapman, 
Charging that he had dug a trench under 
the fence; that he had undermined her 
Part of the fence, and that he was taking 
away the rich soil that washed from her 
garden, which she had built the fence so 
that it would not wash away. 

The suit is now before the court, and 
the testimony of Mrs. Cox will be exceed- 
ingly interesting, it is said, when she is 
Placed upon the witness stand. She is rep- 
fesented by her attorney, Colonel Laven- 
der R. Ray, and she claims she has been 
damaged in the sum of $1,000. Mrs. Cox 
charges that Mr. Chapman has been in the 
habit of cleaning out the trench every 
time ft rained, and has in this manner se- 
cured a large amount of her rich soil to 
Which, she says, he is not entitled. She sues 
to recover the value of this soil and also 

, for punitive damages. 
~ Tn paragraph 10 of her petition Mrs. Cox 
charges as foliows: 

Your petitioner further showeth that 
in cutting sald trench upon your petition- 
er's land and up to and beyond the bottom 
Plank of said fence it was for the pur- 
bose of said E. Ml. Chapman to cause the 
80ill which had been and should be washed 
from your petitioner’s lot against her fence, 
t0 be washed by the rains under said fence 
4nd into said trench upon his own land.”’ 

The petition is couched in redhot lan- 
Guage, and Mrs. Cox declares that the con- 
duct os her neighbor has been 
malicious. She says she has 
brotested, but without avail, and that 
plage carries away large amounts of 

ll, which Mr. Chapman immediately 
cures and throws upon his garden. The 
tase will be continued Monday, and a ver- 
dict wil) probably be reached Tuesday 
afternoon.

The intuitive faculty must be acute, she 
reasons, and enable the leader of one or 
many to consider the individuality of each 
and every one, and not judge any one by 
another.

photo colorists, proof readers, saleswomen, 
seamstresses, silk weavers, stenographers, 
straw workers, students, writers, journal- 
ists, telephone operators, typewriters and 
women in all professions. 

At the exercises of the Bible class Miss 
Doheny is frequently assisted by the emi- 
nent divines of New York and other cities, 
while the choir music is considered among 
the finest heard in New York. There is a 
reguiar chorus of one hundred voices, while 
many of the individual members lend their 
voices to the devotional exercises, and 
are among the celebrated young women 
artists of the metropolis. 


The women's exchange !s one of the 
largest and most praiseworthy departments 
of the association, and affords a medium 
of exhibit and sale to hundreds of deserv- 
ing women. Then there are the various 
departments and committees that have in 
charge general charity work, such as look- 
ing after young emigrant girls, those ill 
and poverty-stricken, and those In any 
Wiuy deserving assistance. 

Studying the Young Woman's Christlan 
Association as a whole, or in its individual 
departments, it fs one of the most praise 
worthy philanthropies in the country, and 
may serve as a model to all similar or 
smaller ventures in the interest of young 
working women,

The Extravagance of | 
Southern Women. 


Though southern women are becoming 
more practical and methodical in their 
mode of living every day, there is still room 


address 


to take as models of practicability and 
economy, their northern sisters, especially 
in matters of dress. In some cases the mat- 
ter of extravagant dressing and entertain- 
ing on the part of southern women atmost 
amounts to a provincialism, and those wo- 
men accustomed to travel and association 
with the wealthier classes of other sections 
must be impressed with thelr economy or 
rather sensible observance of the appro- 
priateness of dress. 

There is no doubt that every woman In 
justice to herself, to those who love her, 
and the associates of her social life, should 
at all times dress her self in the most 
becoming manner. She should scrupulously 
study style, but in every case observe the 
eternal fitness of things and never dress 
beyond her means. Nothing argues so for- 
cibly the weakness of a woman’s character, 
as well as her supreme selfishness, as 
her willfully plunging in debt a willing 
husband, merely to gratify her taste for 
extravagant dress. The innate love of lux- 
ury, the birthright of the southern wo- 
man, naturally tends to her love of dress, 
which {n so many cases amounts to extrav- 
agance, and the sooner she appreciates as 
a class that dress, after all, is only incl- 
dental to woman’s personality and by no 
means the standard of a woman’s promi- 
nence, the happYtr she will be. There may 
be a feeling of resentment at a first reading 
of these statements, but one has only to 
‘visit a summer resort made up of repre- 
sentative northern and southern women to 
appreciate the willful extravagance of the 
latter. 

In the northern woman’s trousseau for 
summer there are very few of her hand- 
eomest gowns that she cannot utilize in 
winter as well as summer, while the south- 
ern woman will invariably spend a small 
fortune in masses of exquisite organdie, 
laces and ribbons that soon lose _ their 
freshness, and are not used in winter, 
though the climate generally admits of 
such fabrics for evening wear. 

The average summer resort has a climate 
that generally requires the wearing of very 
thin gowns, but it is a ridiculous custom 
to make them costly in their trimming 
and texture, and there seems little sense in 
even wash materials of such a fashion 
they cannot be laundered. Then, too, as to 
quality, there is much need of discretion, 
for in these days when the fashions change 
80 rapidly, it {s ver¥Y seldom, we can utilize 
a second summer, even the prettiest of 
gowns. To begin with {it {s not practicable 
for any woman to purchase her summer 
gowns till she makes up her mind just 
where and how she !s to spend the summer. 
The trousseau that would be suitable for 
the seaside is not one that can be utilized 
in the mountains, while that required at a 
resort like Narraganset Pier, or Newport 
would scarcely be appropriate in a summer 
place where the largest hotel would hold 
scarcely more than 300 people. 

A lady. visiting a very fashionable north- 
ern resort_talked recently very interestingly 
on the subject of dress, and cited as an 
example of extravagance the trousseau of 
& young southern girl and that of a school- 
mate of the north with whom she was 
visiting. They both arrived at the same 
time and the southern girl (of moderate 
means) s00n Became conspicuous for 
her lovely, airy toilets. She had 
among other items of dress twelve ex- 
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for improvement, and they need not fear 


silk lined and trimmed with ribbons. Pr 
had besides two foulard silk gowns wt 
in their fashion were not suitable for — 
ing wear, but too dressy for spose 
wear. She had then a number of even = 
gowns, exquisite and appropriate in the 
airiness, but not such as would look pnw 
pretty after the summer campaigm. Dainty 
shirtwaists she had galore, and s0 verte 
hats that a ‘“wag’’ about the hotel wante 
to know where the ‘“‘hat farm” was when 
she went and daily gathered ‘‘fresh hats. 

The northern girl above all had the pret- 
tiest of tailor skirts and a jacket that in 
cool days fit loosely over her neat white 
shirtwaists. She had a white flanmel yacht- 
ing suit and two white duck suits. Sev- 
eral white dresses, one a white organdie 
over white taffeta, which she complained 
had to be pressed every time she wore it. 
Her three evening gowns, though not ex- 
pensive, were such as could be worn at 
any season. and though effective and styl- 
ish, were not striking. 

At the beginning of the season the south- 
ern girl far outdid her northern friend 
in pretty toilets, but in less thas six 
weeks time such was not the case. The 
silk lined organdies had lost their stiff- 
ness And freshness. The silk linings were 
soiled about the bottom, and there was 
just a touch of “tawdriness’’ about them. 
But the white gowns of the morthern girl 
when fresh laundered were as pretty as 
when she first wore them. Fresh ribbons 
were called in as an addition to them and 
she regretted that the silk lined, white or- 
gandie had been pressed till it wasn’t 
pretty amy longer. She was beginning to 
consider what she would have for her 
early fall trousseau, while her southern 
friend lamented that she had so many 
dresses which she could not utilize and 
which were really too crushed and soiled 
to be worn in the early fall for evening 
gowns. 

Not alone in dress does the southern 
woman lack practicality, for in entertain- 
ing she is most extravagant, especially 
as to her table and its adornment. She 
will spend many dollars on the floral dec- 
oration of her table, at which she may 
entertain a small party of ten. There will 
be an absolute superfiuity of adornment, 
the menu will*invariably prove too elabo- 
rate. ‘the average dinner party in the 
north among the wealthiest people is an 
elegant functiom, but unless on very dis- 
tinguished occasions, there is not a super- 
fluity of decoration, and an analysis of 
the table will prove that most everything 
on it will be for use. When large amounts 
of momey are expended on entertainments 
and elaborate tables are set, it is at times 
where very large parties are present and 
many obligations canceled at once. Hos- 
pitality does not necessarily mean lav- 
ishness of detail and extravagance is mot 
necessary to carry out that old spirit for 
which the south is famed. It would be 
well therefore if the southern women, es- 
peciaily those of moderate means, would 
modify their tastes for extravagant dress 
and entertainment and live more strictly im 
accordance with their means,

In a little while Creede became a well- 
known prospector.

“Stick to your quill,” he wrote to a 
friend who had asked him to buy a claim 
at Cripple Creek, “and you have my 
friendship; go prospecting and you lose 
it.” After a severe and long. fllness this 
Same friend wrote gloomily, and Creede 
replied: “Never give up the ship; cheer 
up; there is much to live for.” 

Six months ago he wrote his friend, who 
was then In Washington, a cheerful letter, 
and it chanced to be the last: ‘We, too, 
have a baby—a little girl, and do you know 
that I have never known such pleasure 
in all my life as the pleasure of caring 
for this little child. I like to dress her 
and undress her, as little girls do with 
their dolls.’’ 

This, was the Uttle girl whom he had 
adopted. It seems to me that that letter 
alone shows that Creede’s heart was in the 
_ place. What a loving father he 
might have been: what a he 
might have made, if hinge et cat ncns 
& little different. Very few people knew 
Creede intimately... He avoided people. He 
was constantly ashamed of having changed 
his name. He exaggerated this bit of fool- 
ishness into a crime and brooded over it 
and the bitter disappointment of his earlier 
life stayed itn his heart and Kept it sad. 

Those Who Did Not Know Him. 


And so people who never knew Creede 
disliked him. This is especially true of 
those who conceive it to be their duty, or 
who think it smart to hate the rich and 
fortunate. Here follows ‘a sample of the 
unkind cuts that are aimed at the unfor- 
tunate dead: 

“The death of N. C. Creede removed from 
this earth rather a harmonious case of 
than eating rorphine and figuring conspic- 
uously in divorce suits.” 

Now, so far as I know, he has never 
figured in a divorce court, and I make no 
idiot that never aspired to anything higher 
doubt his first dose of morphine was taken 
upon that awful afternoon when he gave 
up the ship and went into his garden to die

ing partner of his, Creede was a white man 
and he was liked best by those who knew 
him best.

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TRAINING A PACK OF BEAGLES. 


The Hunting Dog of the Future. 
His Cleverness, Native 
and Acquired. 


Beagles are useful little hounds, and not 
at all common in this country, although 
bound to be in the near future; tnat is, 
where hunting is a sport. The beagle may 
be kept with little trouble and with ano 
very great outlay. This in itself one 
of the reasons that they are the hunting 
cog of the future, and as m a day’s zgilo- 
rious sport during the year is possib-e to 
the boy who has a few couple, perha he 
may like to know how 

You must have three countes at least, 
but to take a fair average, five coupics 
is the best, and with this number one. ma} 
reve many a stirring run. Indeed, there i 
no member of the can’ne species with wh:ch 
so much may be done as the beagie. He is 
a very clever dog: his qualities are pa- 
tience, reflection and endurance; invariably 
the pack hunt in a lump, and seldom strag- 
ele away from their companions. 

The great thing is to let him have his 
own way. He understands far better than 
you do the twists and the doubles, the 
shifts and dodges, to which the hare re- 
ecrts when pursued, and if you will only al- 
low him the time, however cold che scent, 
he will presently make it warm for Miss 
Puss. 

When it is proposed to take the beagles 
cut hunting on the following day, they 
sheuld be fed about 1 o'clock, and then be 
sfiut up until they are wanted. The start 
should rot be delayed a moment: later than 
10:30 o'clock. The sooner you are at work 
the better, as if your beagles have been 
fed at the proper hour on the preceding 
day they will! be quite ready for their work. 
It is essential to success to remember tht 
hares take up their in various 
places, as the weather suits: them. When 
it has been dry, the grass lands should be 
searched, and a. find is almecst sure to be 
the result. When it wet, they always 
scek, far as possible, to shelter therna- 
selves from the moisture; when it 
tere igs n» better place to look afler them 
than the fallows, where they delight to sit. 
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Nothing requires more judgment on the 
part of those whe are oue hunting with 
beagles than. to see the hare on her 
form in time to let her get away before 
she is “‘chopped,”’ and, above all, to set 
her going out of view. Then the hounds 
should be brought up and la‘'d onto the 
secant, and away you can go as fast as your 


legs can carry you. If you come 
in the middle of a field, 
have tried their casts and failed, call them 
together anu take them regularly around 
the field by the hedge, in order to try to 
hit off the part at which the hare has got 
out of the field, though it is by no means 
to be taken for granted that she has taken 
her departure at all, for it not an un- 
common thing to find her, after a series of 
turns and doubles, sit down in the middle 
of a field.

SOMETHING TO DO FOR MOTHER 
A Corner Cabinet. 


Among the various useful pieces of fur- 
miture that can be made for the Lome, @ 
very compact and convenient corner cab- 
inet will be appreciated in a small room, 
where it will serve as a receptacle for 
books, bric-a-brac and odds and ends. 
A cabinet of this description is shown 

the illustration, and if from appear- 
ances it may seem difficult to construct, 
that doubt may be dispelled if the Gescrip- 
tion is followed and these instructions 
carried out. 

The tools needed with which to work out 


the various pieces necessary to the con- 
struction will be a hammer, saw, compass 
saw, a plane, screwdriver and a small 


drawknife. 

The materials required will be some p'ne 
or white wood boards, about half an inch 
in thickness, a few steel wire nails and 
screws. To begin with, make two wall 
plates or sides, measuring twenty-four 
long and twelve inches wide at 
the top, using as a pattern the form shown 
in figure 1. 

Then make two triangular shelves twelve 
inches long on the sides, forming the 
right angle, and with the drawknife shape 
the front edge to form a quarter circle, 
as shown in figure 2 Fastem these shelves

Make a bottom shelf on the same pian,

Extraordinary discoveries have 
made in Hungary with regard to the 
liation of the graves of the 
In 1869 the-archacologist, Ko!toman Henzel- 
mann, searched for the graves of 
long-dead rulers, which had been disturbed 
and partiy destroyed by the Turks during 
their dominion there in the bishop of Stuhl- 
weissenburg’s garden. Stuhlweissenburg 
is the old coronation city. He found a num- 
ber of strong coffins, and was abte from the 
inscriptions to ascertain that they were 
those of the old Kings. He gave them to 
the care of the city authorities, after copy- 
ing the inscriptions and fastening tickets 
with them into each skull. The mayor 
gsecms to have put all the grisly treasures 
pell mell into five large packing cases and 
to have thrown the sarcophagi away. In 
1872 the present mayor of Stuhlweisseuburg | 
learned that there were bones in the loft

No better test of the gradual loosening 
of the bonds which for so many centuries 
have made China the most exclusive and 
least progressive of nattons could be cited 
than the freedom with which the children 
of the Chinese legation are now permitted 
to mingle with American playfellows. 

It is indeed but a few years since the 
women of the legation were induced to 
somewhat modify the absolute seclusion 
to which they were accustomed in their 
‘“‘celestial’’ homes, Mrs. Tsin Kno Yin be- 
ing the first to exchange social courtesies 
with the women of the diplomatic corps. 
Nor was this tremendous innovation ac- 
complished without serious misgivings on 
the part of the minister himself and con- 
s:derable clever management on the part 
of his friends. 

Mrs. Yang Yu, her successor, easily stip- 
ped into the way which had been opened 
for her, her picturesque appearance and 
charming personality making her a social 
favorite. At her first appearances in pub- 
lic she was the object of much friendly 
interest and undisguised curiosity, but it 
soon became no uncommon event to see 
her in public, surrounded by her little 
family. 

The children were therefore early intro- 
duced to American customs, and under 
American tutors advanced rapidly in the 
language. The spirit of Free Masonry cx- 
isting among boys made it a comparative- 
ly easy matter for the eldest son, a boy of 
eight, to make acquaintances and gain 
friends. He was placed in school, and pos- 
sessing an unusually quick mind, soon ac- 


quired enough English to prosecute his 
ordinary studies in that language. He be- 


came so attached to his school friends and 
American ways generally that when in 
April last @ change in the ministry was 
made the thought of turning his back upon 
it all was a source of the greatest grief 
to him. It was rather hard upon the boy, 
too, just as he had got a good grip of his 
Ienglish to be obliged to drop it and begin 
the same grind on French, for as soon as 
it was known that his father was to go 
to St. Petersburg that is what he had to 
cdo, French being the court language in 
Russia. Master Yang Yu always wore his 
little Chinese costume, which made him 


. rather a conspicuous figure among his play- 


mates, but once a boy proves himself a 
thoroughly ‘‘good fellow” his clothes count 
for little with his chums. 

The new minister, Mr. Wu, being a pro- 

tege of Li Hung Shang, and, therefore, of 
the more liberal party, besides having stud- 
ied law in London four years, had, perhaps, 
fewer prejudices to combat upon coming 
to America than any previous Chinese min- 
ister, though to distinctly reverse one’s so0- 
cial code is always more or less of a 
wrench. Mrs. Wu, however, early made 
her entree into Washington society, and 
their only son, a lad of ten, was immediate- 
ly placed in a private séhool. Of course 
his school life seems a little dull at first, as 
about all he can do is to sit and listen to 
the other pupils reciting, his teacher occa- 
sionally calling his attention to some par- 
ticular object and requiring him to pro- 
nounce its name However, Washington 
teachers have had considerable experience 
With the children of foreigners and have 
consequently learned to adapt their meth- 
ods to them with a goodly degree of skill. 
Recreation time is quite a different matter, 
as games and toys, the universal language 
of boys, are fortunately about the same 
thé world over. Balls, marbles, tops, hide- 
and-go-seek, etc., are as much the part of 
a Chinese boy’s life as of an American’s, 
and with these as passports, Master Wu 
already boasts his circle of boy friends. He 
has even learned to ride a bicycle (a diver- 
sion as yet little known in China), but 
owing to h‘s costume is obliged to content 
himself with a girl's wheel. Football is 
also a new game to him, though baseball 
is quite a favorite game among the Chi- 
nese, Kite flying is much More of a pas- 
time among Chinese boys than among the 
Americans, and even old men indulge in the 
amusement with the greatest delight. Chi- 
nese boys are also extremely expert. at 
playing battledore and shuttlecock. and 
amuse themeslves with it hours together. 
The Fourth of July was the first fete day 
that Master Wu witnessed in America, and 
it seemed a very home-like celebration to 
him, as fireworks, especially fire crackers, 
are used on almost evety fete occasion in 
China. The evening display in Washington, 
however, was a great revelation to him, as, 
though the Chinese were the first nation 
in the world to make and use fire crackefs, 
and still continue to export them in enor- 
mous quantities, they know little or noth- 
ing of colored lights and the brilliancy and 
magnificence of modern pyrotechnical dis- 
avs, 
: Life, however, is very far from being all 
beor and skittles to Chinese boys. They are 
accustomed to spending many more hours 
a day at their studies than the ordinary 
American youth. Masier Wu besida his reg- 
ular school work has a Chinese tutor with 
whom he is expected to work several hours 
a day at his studies in Chinese. Chinese 
parents are indeed exceedingly strict and 
careful in the training and education of 
their children, rarely turning them over to 
the nurses during their ‘hours of play. 
The Chinese mother of the higher class ex- 
pects to spend the greater part of her time 
in the compan‘onship of her children. 

Mrs. Wu also brought with her to Amer- 
ica a nephew of sixteen, who is hard at 
work, taking daily lessons in English, with 
the hope of entering the high_ school in 
Washington this autumn. Mr. 8zZe, an at- 
tache of the legation and a very intelligent 
Chinaman, was graduated from the high 
school in June, and is already entered as 
a student at Cornell. During a recent in- 
terview with Mr. Sze, he remarked that 
very much more work was expected of 
university men in China than from the 
men here, their principal study being in the 
line of their literature, which is compli- 
cated, involved and aifficult, but which 
they are taught to adore. Mr. Sze having 
just returned from a “spin,” was dressed 


in the ecnventional English bicycle suit, 
in which he looked very smart. He does 


-not shave his head or wear a pigtail, and 


at Cornell will wear the ordinary dress of 
an American citizen. 

This cosmopolitan education of even a 
sprinkling of the younger generation is 
bound to have its influence upon the iron- 
clad customs of the old wor!d, and the free 
intermingling of these highcaste eastern 


women with the well-bred women of other 
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nations has already begun to bear fruit. 
Mrs. Ho, for example, wife of the sccre- 
tary of Mr. Yang Yu, although herself the 
vicelim of bandaged feet, will not fallow the 
feet of her dauguters to bo bound, Indeed, 
her three little children, all born in this 
country, had American hurses and were 
fed, clothed and taken care of exactly as 
American children are, 

When tht present minister was asked: 

“It you had a daughter, would you bind 
her feet?’ An inscrutable louvk passed 
quickly across his face as he said: 

‘Madam, I have no daughter.” 

“And if you had?"

mere matter of fashion, against which, 
however, it is almost impossible to make 
any headway, as in southern China it is 
a distinct sign of breeding. Indeed, it Is 
almost impossible to find husbands for 
young women whose feet measures more 
than four or five inches in length. How- 
ever, proud of their little feet they may be 
in their own country, the Chinese women 
in Washington can’t but envy the ease and 
grace with which American women walk. 
Although able to hobble about their homes 
and occasionally around the block, they are 
of course tremendously restricted in their 
locomotion. When the feet are thus bound 
the leg never develops below the knee at 
all, and must always. be kept bandaged in 
order to support the weight of the body. 
This is disastrous to the beauty of the skin 
as well as the shape of the leg, and noth- 
ing is more unsightly than the unbandaged 
leg and foot of these victims to a senseless 
fash'on, —Delia T. Davis,

The finst telephone system established in 
Atlanta was under a charter granted in 
1879 to Julius L. Brown, Beverly W. Wrenn 
and others. Mr. H. H. Jackson, now a 
Teal estates agent of this city, was the gen- 
eral manager. The exchange was located 

In a Lofty Perch 
in the oupola of the old Kimball house. 
This point was then considered an admira- 
ble location for a telephone system, and 
the small switchboard used then was quar- 
tered in this little glass-encased observa- 
‘tory. The wires were stretched over the 
tops of the buildings and as subscribers 
were not very mumerous, the network 
wires was not as intricate as a spider's 
web. 
There were at that time thirty-six sub- 
@cribers, and the work of the office was 
performed by two operators. Miss Lizzie 
Middleton was the first operator, who has

‘long since married and retired from the 
, gervice. The second operator was Miss 
(Mattie McCrary, who is now the chief 


operator, and is well known to the business 

public as No. 500. . 

When the Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Company acquired the Atlanta Exchange 
and the latter became apart of the 
}Bouthern Bell system, the offices were 
moved to the Bell building, on the corner of 
Broad and Marietta streets. At that time 
the business had not assumed very large 
proportions, as the entire business of the 
exchange was conducted in a room about 
16x20 feet, which was used by the officers

A Wheelman Makes a Complete Tour 
| of Australia. 


From The San Francisco Chronicle. 

The island continent of Australia has 
lately been crossed by cyclists in a double 
sense, for the tracks of the pneumatic tire 
now extend from west to east and from 
south to north, intersecting at a point a 
few miles north of Adelaide, South Aus- 
tralia. It is not half a dozen years since 
such journeys would have been regarded 
as hazardous enterprises even for the ex- 
périenced bushman, and though Lord Kin- 
toré accomplished the trans-continental 
trip during his tenure of office as governor

] w:thin the past three months no less than 


three solitary cyclists, all of them practi- 

cally unarmed, have safely covered thou- 
| sands of miles of trackless wilderness, peo- 
pled with treacherous savages and strewed 
here and there with the whitened bones of 
the unfortunates who have fallen victims 
to the pitiless sun or the spear of the abo- 


riginal, The pecullar utility of the bicycle 
for exploration purposes is absolutely 


proved by these successful efforts, especial- 
ly in such a country as Australia, where 
the scareity of water is tue most deadly 
and most powerful enemy of the pioneer. 

The first rider to cross the central patch 
of Australia, where civilization has so far 
failed to penetrate, was Frank Richardson, 
the eldest son of a medical man at Port 
Augusta, South Australia, who had for two 
years been residing in Coolgardie, 1,700 miles 
distant, measuring a bee line across the 
desert. Richardson never mounted a bicy- 
cle until] he lived at Coolgardie, yet he 
made such good use of his time and profited 
so much by his experience on the virgin 
earth surrounding the town, that toward 
the end of last year, when the “exemp- 
tions’’ were eranted, he decided to spend his 
Christmas with his family in Port Augusta, 
and take a “‘short cut” across the contl- 
nent on his bicycle. 

Richardson steered his way by a2 compass 
toward the telegraph line which connects 
eastern and western Australia, and picking 
this up after some daya of riding over 
stony and sandy ground; through timber 
and scrub and over the beds of dried lakes, 
he was enabled to ride by stages between 
the gout tanks sunk at intervals for the 
repairers. Here and there were outlying 
huts of some few sheep stations, possessing 
millions of acres of area, and there were 
along the line some half dozen telegraph 
stations. in charge of solitary operators. 
From one to another of these Richardson 
made his way. safely crossing the terrible 
piece of ground known as Eyre’s. sand 
patch, which consists of thirty miles of 
loose. undulating sand hills, and reached 
theborder of South:Australia without mis- 
hap. Three parts of the journey were now 
accomplished, and Richardson, Keeping 
close to the coast line of the great Austra- 
lian bight, was able, as he put it, to eat 
Christmas dinner at Port Augusta without 
having received the slighest injury to eith- 
er himself or his machine.

S“aptain Purse, of Savannah, writes an 
epen letter to the secretary of the railroad 
commission leaving him to his “conscience” 
and his ‘‘thoughts.”’ 

‘Mr. Massey, in his rejoinder, says: “He 
need have no fear of my challenging him, 
es I am content to let facts which are of 
record, and not pistols, decide this con- 
troversy.”’ 

So there {s every reason to hope ana 
believe that the historicé Sand Bar ferry 
will not be crimsoned from the veins of 
these two estimable gentlemen. 

At one time the correspondence d'd take 
@ belilgerent turn when “personal.  de- 
mands’ were made. Then it was that The 
Constitution made the first public mention 
of it, but subsequent developments have 
allayed the fears of friends. Captain 
Purse, who !s resting at Saluda, N. C., has 
, Bent to The Constitution a copy of his las. 
letter to Mr. Massey and requested tits 
publication in justification of his course 

Mr. Massey has submitted a short cara 
to follow Captain Purse's letter. The en- 
tire correspondence is interesting, and wam 
of space alone restrains The Constitution 
from giving it tn full. 

Mr. Massey is the secretary of the Geor- 
gia railroad commission with his office In 
the capitol. Captain D. G. Purse its com- 
missioner of the Savannah Bureau of 
Freight and Transportation. He has had 
a number of cases before the railroad com- 
missioner, and so far as known there was 
never any friction between him and the 
secretary until this recent controversy came 
up. It will be remembered that in June 
Jast a complaint was filed by Mr. W. H. 
Brewer, of Griffin, against the cotton rates 
in force in the state. He asked for’a re- 
duction of 25 per cent In the local rates. 
Shortly afterwards Captain Purse filed a 
@imilar complaint on behalf of the directors 
of the Savannah cotton exchange and 
others. He had pending at that time two 
other cases, one of which was from Co- 
lumbus, Ga. This Columbus case Was at 
the bottom of the subsequent misunder- 
a for on June 30th The Savannah 

ress published what appeared to be a 
telegram from Chairman L. N. Trammeil, 
of the railroad commission, announcing the 
date for the hearing in the cotton case 
and stating that the Columbus case Woula 
be decided on July 6th. The Press sent 
Colonel Trammell a biil for $4.50 for the 
advertisement. Chairman Trammell 4di- 
rected Secretary Massey to investigate the 
publicatfon and give any inforation “you 
may have going to show who furnishes d 
said notice to The Savannah Press for pub- 
lication.’’ 


Mr. Massey’s Report. 

On August 7th, the day on which he re- 
ceived the Instructions from the chairman, 
Mr. Massey made a written report in which 
he said: 

“I called personally at the _ telegraph 
office and was shown the original copy by 
the chief operator of the Postal Telegraph 
and Cable Company. This notice I recog- 
nized as being a pencil] memorandum of 
the first notice of the hearing in the recent 
cotton case, which was afterwards re- 
voked. 

‘This notice was written out at the re- 
quest of Captain D. G. Purse, commis- 
sioner of Savannah, Ga., and as: he re- 
quested it to be complete as it was ex- 
pected to be sent out, I affixed the name of 
the chairman to the copy and delivered 
the same to Captain Purse. I observe, 
however, on examination at the telegraph 
office, that a paragraph had been inserted 
in ink after leaving my hands, stating that 
the Columbus trackage case would be de- 
cided on the 15th of July. 

“This is all the information that T can 
furnish with regard to the matter. Yours 


respectfully, 
“J. D. MASSEY, Secretary.’’ 


Mr. Massey did not say who made the in- 
terpolation !n ink. 

Immediately upon receiving the secre- 
tary’s report Chairman Trammell wrote 
to Captain Purse, calling his attentfon to 
it and asking for information ‘“‘as to who 
delivered the notice referred to to The 
Savannah Press for publication.” 

Captain Purse, replying: to Chairman 
Trammell, said: “I sent a dispatch of the 
character of the copy inclosed as a matter 
of news to The Press for the tnformation 
of plaintiffs. I em puzzled to know how 
paragraph about Columbus railroad got 
over your signature.’’ Captain Purse went 
on to say that if he affixed the chairman's 
signature he did it in the haste of dis- 
patching it. Captain Purse sent to Atlanta 
for the originai telegram, and after he read 
it, he wrote again to Colone] Trammell 
and jumped on Secretary Massey, resent- 
ing the implication that violence had been 
done by him, Captain Purse, to the chair- 
man’s order. ; 

A Personal Demand. 

This stirred up the secretary and he 
wrote to Captain Purse, stating that the 
telegraph clerk had told him that Captain 
Purse had instructed him to make the 
interlineation. 

Captain Purse then wrote to Mr. Massey 
for ‘‘the name of the clerk or operator 
that made this statement, for I say to you 


ee 


now that it ts absolutely without founda- 
tion, an@ I propose to press this matter to 
an investigation through the officials of the 
telegraph company; and for that purpose 
ask the name of the clerk or operator upon 
whose authority you state that I gave in- 
structions to insert the Columbus railroad 
paragraph above Colonel Trammell's sig- 
nature.” 

Mr. Massey referred Captain Purse to Mr. 
Scattergood, the Postal’s Atlanta manager. 

All this time the correspondence had been 
over the official signature on the one hand 
of “cammissioner’”’ and on the other of 
*““secretary.”’ 

More letters followed, Captain Purse de- 
manding the name of the clerk or operator 
who said that he had ordered the interpo- 
lation in ink above Chairman Tramme!ll’s 
order. 

On September 4th Captain Purse wrote as 
follows to Mr. Massey: 

“Dear Sir—Your offictal communication 
of the 224 ultimo returned herewith. Can- 
not be accepted as an answer to my per- 
s0nal demand upon you as an individual, 
and I herewith renew the same.” 

The demand was for the name of the 
clerk, Mr. Massey having stated that he 
did not know the young man's name and 
all the time referring Captain Purse to the 
Postal’s manager. 

Mr. ‘Massey replied at some length to this, 
stating that the whole correspondence had 
been official, so far as he was concerned, 
and he added: 

“The records in this office show that you 
personally filed the message in controversy; 
that the last paragraph ef same was in- 
terlined after leaving this office, and that 


the clerk who received it states that such 


interlineation was made by the direction of 
the sender of it, and I say to you frankly, 
that if you made demand upon the tele- 
Graph company for the name of the clerk 
referred to, and they refuse to comply, I 
stand bound to furnish all the information 
I] have on the subject. If vou are acting In 
good faith tn this matter, and really wish 
to know, it seems that you would take this 
course without hesitation. If, however, 
you are afraid of the facts, [:can readily 
understand why you do not do so,” 

On September 15th Cap.ain Purse wrote 
from Saluda, N. C., to Mr. Massey, Chair- 
man Tramme and The Constitution. The 
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rmel} 
letter to Mr. Massey is published in full_be- 
low. 


Captain Purse to the Commission. 


The letter to Colonel Trammell is as fol- 
lows: 

‘Saluda, N. C., September 16, 1897.—Hon. 
L. N. Trammell, Chairman Railroad Com- 
mission of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: 
Smarting under what I honestly believed to 
be a gross wrong done ine under the cloak 
of official privilege, I returned, under re- 
fusal to accept its contents, an official 
communication from your secretary, Mr. J. 
LD. Massey. 

“Intending no discourtesy to the honor- 
able railroad commission of Georgia by 
the return of Secretary Massey’s commu- 
nication of the 22d August, addressed to me 
as commissioner of the Savannah Bureau 
of Freight and Transportation, in reply toa 
personal communication which I felt I had 
a right to address to Secretary Massey, 
under the circumstances, I take this occa- 
sion to say that I returned the official pa- 
per in the heat of a correspondence that 
severely tried me, and throw mvself en- 
tirely upon the mercy of the commission, 
wherein anda in whatever degree I may have 
treated with seeming disrespect any paper 
emanating from its office, under any official 

enature or seal, without courteous ac- 
toesan deement, rezardiess of how much I 
may have felt disappointed and aggrieved

Captain Purse to Mr. Massey. 

By the same mail came a long letter to 
Mr. Massey, in which Captatn Purse re- 
views the whole matter. The letter is as 
Ollows: 
geet N. C., September 14, 1897.— Mr. 
J. D. Massey, Secretary Railroad Commis- 
sion, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: Your letter 
of the 9th instant has been forwarded me 
from Savannah. 

“The peculiar characteristic of this offi- 
cial acknowledgment of my personal col- 
munication pains me more than all else 
that has been developed in this unneces- 
gary correspondence, | mean your unblush- 
ing admission made in this letter that you 
possessed facts, therein stated, that at the 
very inception of this correspondence would 
have put me in a position to have purgued 
a line of investigation that would have 
cleared up the matter immediately without 
provoking the irritation over which you 
now officially gloat. Our motives in this 
correspondence are thus made to appear 
widély at variance. 

“My purpose has been throughout to ex- 
haust every resource to get at the tacts, 
however much, when positively ascertain- 
ed, they might vary from my first recol- 
lection of them. Your studied purpose, on 
the other hand, from your report to Chair- 
man Trammell July — instant to your let- 
ter of September 9th, under review, devel- 
ops an ingenuity of cunning for protract- 
ing, if not defeating, the explanation, you 
would have it thought, you were honestly 
seeking, that {s a debasement of your po- 
sition, no. official cloak can screen from 
the righteous indignation of every fair- 
thinking man. Your official position obli- 
gates you always by every means in your 
power to reconcile differences; never, under 
any circumstances or under any provoca- 
tion or domination, to distract or broaden 
the gulf in strifes. 

“Your object in every official act should 
be to serve the public good, with malice 
to no man, devoting all your energies and 
your talents to the discharge of the duties 
of your office, with such scrupulous celr- 
cumspection that the humblest citizen who 
contributes to your salary may not have 
occasion to impute malice or unfairness to 
you in his dealings with your office. 

“Have you been this upright officer in 
your correspondence? Your own conscience 
answers you no, and the proofs of your 
maliciousness, deep and dexterous, cast 
their shadow over every line of your re- 
port and your letters, when I put it tn 
your power, by my letter of llth of August 
and inclosure to have given other direction 
to and brought about an earlier settlement 
of existing misunderstanding, in a refine- 
ment of flendish glee never surpassed in 
savage atrocity, you deliberately and de- 
Signedly, with malice aforethought, chose 
to lock up this information until you 
thought the opportune moment had ar- 
rived to crop it upon me, unawares, with 


crushing effect, and then in the further de- | 
basement of official position, Hke one who | 


would escape from the wrath of righteous 
indignation, he had invoked upon his own 


head, you have the daring effrontry to say | 
that ‘under the present state of facts, how- | 


ever, you (J) may consider this letter final 
for ‘I’ (you) have nothing more to say on 


this subject.’

‘Anxious to separate the man from the 
Official in this controversy, I have offer: d you 
two opportunities, which you have rejected, 
to make this correspondence. personal, not 
with belligerent intent, as youlso indelicate- 
ly and in such unmannerly manner permit- 
ted a newspaper reporter to magnify it

sired to disembarrass you officially in dis- 
closing it, for I felt barred from that free- 
dom of speech, in an official letter, to ac- 
complish this end, that was permissable in 
personal correspondence. Therefore with 
you must now rest the responsibility for 
any undue freedom of speech contained in 
this letter, when you seek to hedge in your 
personalit¥, so that it could only be reach- 
ed, through your official shell, for repelling 
your scantialous assault upon me. In being 
forced to this course by you, I disclaim at- 
tacking your office, or that which lay with- 
in your official province; but only seek to 
strike at the abuses of official etiquette, 
wherein, I think, you have transcended the 
bounds of official duty and courtesy, for I 
respect your office and would never, know- 
ingly or wittingly, raise my hand except to 
elevate and purify it. 

“This correspondence, tnadvertently, be- 
gun officially, was, from the first, a per- 
sonal matter, as the offending dispatch and 
every other to The Press or The News, the 
two Savannah dailies, sent by me from 
Atlanta, in the past three years, have gone 
over my personal signature in full, or ab- 
breviated, and upon my personal responsi- 
bility for character and contents. 

“The Savannah bureau of freight and 
transportation therefore, is in no way re- 
sponsible for anything connected with this 
controversy, and, in accordance therewith, 
this reply will bear my personal signature 
and can be my last in this painful contro- 
versy, unless you should desire to hear 
from me further personally. 

“And now, with a brief summary of the 
facts that have been brought out by our 
correspondence, in my relation to them, I 
will close. On June 30th, ultimo, I sent two 


| telegrams to The Savannah Press which 
/ appeared in its afternoon edition of that 


date. One of these specials was transmitted 
over the Western Union wires and occupies 
three-quarters of third column on editorial 
page, and just under this is a second dis- 
patch, in two paragraphs, which is the 
dispatch that forms the basis of this con- 
troversy. This latter dispatch I sent over 
the Postal line as a press special at press 
rates. 

“A degree of haste was necessary to get 
the two dispatche s off in time for the even- 
ing edition of The Press, and when, three 
weeks after, your report was forwarded to 
me by Chairman Trammell for my expla- 
nation of the statement in it, touched to 
the auick, as would have been any one 
whose consclence was void offense, bv the 
covert imputation inferable from the unfor- 
tunate language, to put {t as mildly as pos- 
Fible, jn which you saw proper to submit 
your findings, it was most natural that by 
reason of the lapse of time-and the sense of 
real or fancied wrong, under which I wag 
smarting, [ confused the details surround- 
ing the sending of the two dispatches, but 
ali the correspondence between yourself 
end Superintendent J. W. Kates, of the Pos- 
tal, which were simultaneously begun, will 
Fiow that, to get at the truth, regardless 
of who might be at fault for the addition 
made to the ordering of the commission 
Over the signature of the chairman. was 
the sole dominating purpose actuating me 
to the utter ignoring of every other consid- 
eration, pergonal or otherwise, that might 
embarrass or retard me. 

“I certainly evinced this anxiety {in my 
Se with Chairman Trammell, 
continues , yourse xte 
furnishing lanes eosin go eet age “ 

gs2inst myself of at 
least errors of memory as to details, and 
upon the language. employed tn my letter 
of the 22d, August ultimo, to Superintend- 
ent Kates, there can be but one interpre- 
tation placed, when in the closing vyara- 
Braphes of a friendly request, after stating 
what I felt was a great wrong done me I 
said: ‘I would be glad to meet you at any 
time in Atianta after the 18th to 20th of 
September (after a needed rest I was then 
entering upon) and go over this matier 
and absolutely prove eve rything I have 
asserted with a view to vindication, ami- 
cably, if possible. So far the only parties 
lam aware of as cognizant of this mat- 
ter are those of your office of the railroad 
commission and my own office.’ I do not 
ask the retraction of any belief or opinion 
or any facis stated, but in an amicable 
adjustment’ I will ask only the proofs of 
all such beliefs, opinions or facts. 

Acknowledging my letter of the 25th of 
August, Superintendent Kates, after ex- 
pressing deep regret at contents of my 
letter, gave me the result of inquiry he ha@ 
instituted from Richmond, Va., through his 
Atlanta branch office, immediately upon re- 
ceipt of my letter. The information estab- 
lished my fault of memory in. writing 
Chairman Trammell that I had flled my 
dispatch at the Kimball! house branch office 
of ‘Postal,’ confusing it with dispatch I ald 
send to tfe ‘press’ same day and near same 
hour from Kimball house, but over the 
“Western Union’ wires, through tts branca 
office located there. 

“In his closing paragraphs, Superintend- 
ent Kates says: ‘Your name does not ap- 
pear on the message, and Mr. Scattergood 
understood it was written by Mr. Massey, 
private secretury of Mr. Trammell. 

“**T will investigate the matter further 
and am about to start on a trip south, an 
hope to get to Savannah within a few days, 
when I will call to see you tn reference to 
the subject matter of your letter.’ 

‘The receipt of Superintendent Kates’s 
letter made me more urgent to draw from 
you all that you knew and which I felt 
that I was entitled to. ask of you as an 
official: but when you evaaed my request, 
as I thought, I endeavored to relieve you 
of any official embarrassment and made de- 
mand personally upon you and have with- 
held my reply to Superintendent Kates, 
awaiting yours, that I hoped would clear up 
our unfortunate difference. 

‘“T have never for one instance hesitated 
to assume any responsibility that could at- 
ach to me in connection with the chang- 
ed condition of the commissioners’ ordering, 
as far as my memory served, nor to us- 
sume any risk in getting at the facts, with- 
out stopping to consider that in the end 
the whole fault of this correspondence 
might fall upon me. 

“Tf you wrote the copy of the commis- 
sioners’ ordering filed for tansmissiom, 
then I erred in claiming that it had been 
copied by an employee of the telegraph com- 
pany for my convenience as they have 
done for me at telegraph stations in At- 
lanta and elsewhere, when I was as much 
pressed for time as I was on July 30th, ult. 

‘That it was my intention to have copied 
the order and retain the original would be 
in line with my usual cusiom, as in oOD- 
taining the order, I desired it only as @ 
guide for myself,and its transmission to The 
Press, asa ‘special,’ was an after consider- 
ation and had to be hastily done, if done 
at ail. 

“The part !nterlined over the signature of 
the chairman was written by me upon a4 
separate piece of paper and copied from 
it by a ‘Postal’s’ employee who had served 
me, after he had asked me if they, the 
two separate papers, could go as one ‘spe- 
cial; and my assenting thereto, did not 
authorize or contemplate interlining, and, 
unless the clerk in question was deficient 
‘n common intelligence, he should have 
known that I could not authorize nor he 
legally do such a thing, besides that there 
was no connection between the two para- 
graphs now forming the dispatch at is- 
£4. 

“If I saw the dispatch after the two 
memoranda were combined by the clerk or 
other employee, I do not recall) the fact; 
but certainly if I did the circle making it 
a part.of the ofder escaped me; and fur- 
ther I may have been, to a degree, care- 
less upon this point, as it was my inten 
tion to omit the signature of the ‘chair- 
man’ as unnecessary to the dispatch and a 
saving, though small, in {ts transmission. 

“Just at this point you preferred to ac- 
cept the gtatement of another that I had 
most stupidly authorized and directed a 
mere subordinate clerk to do an illegal act 
for which there was no apparent reason, 
and which, at its worst, could only have 
been a matter of temporary annoyance, 
Upon this insignifieant incident you pre- 
ferred, it would seem, to formulate a 
stilted report that has to be forwarded to 
me with greatest official ceremoniais by 
the chairman of the commiss.on with the 
request that I make answer to your Iindict- 
ment, 

“You were right and I commend 
you for your effort to save 34.50, 
as The Press took the telegram 
in its eniarged shape, and because 
officially signed charged for it under its ad- 
Vertising contract with the commission. But 
in all seriousness, Secretary Massey, don’t 
you think that, under the circumstances, 
you had better have communicated with 
me in so important a matter before you 
hastened to condemn me unheard upon the 
testimony of one who admitted that he 


was equal in criminality with me, though’ 


the awful fact stared you in the face that 
your original paper had been tampered 
with? Can it be possible that you did not 
observe the interlineation was detrimental 
to the original in the use made cf it? That 
every citizen of Savannah felt a direct in- 
terest in the action of the commission up- 
on the petition for reduced rates on cotton, 
while only one business house in Savannah 
Was at present interested in any determi- 
nation reached by the commission in the 
complaint against the Columbus railroad 
however much the people of the state, in 
common with those of Columbus, might 
be interested in Knowing when a street 
railroad by hauling freight tn addition to 
passengers made itself amenable ito the 
regulation of the commission? Not that a 
fecondary matter was, by reason of the 
interlineation, foisted into unmerited prom- 
inence, dulling the significance of the real 
and only purpose of the telegram? That 
a blunder. not a crime, had been committed 
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that called forth the simplest explanation, 


not indictment? 

“If I charge you with obtuseness in not 
discerning these gigns that blazed forth 
with blinding lustrousness from your in- 
terlined original, I would do violence to the 
profound adroitness with which you have 
conducted your part of this controversy 
from the covert cunning of your report to 
the Quixotic denouement in your letter of 
the Uth instant. 

“On the other hand, were I to character. 
ize your courserin this matter as its de- 
velopments have impressed me, I might 
antagonize by anticipating the verdict of 
a higher tribunal, and I, therefore, with 
this letter leave you to your. conscience and 
your thoughts, if either can afford you any 
comfort in your eager haste to wrong one 
who never thought but kindly of you. 

“As you have made public my former 
communications and thereby abetted a 
slanderous assault upon me in the columns 
of The Atlanta Constitution, I shall ask 
that paper to publish this letter in full, 
feeling that I am justified in this by your 
discourteous act in giving this communica- 
tion to the public. to whom you have an- 
ticipated me in submitting our controversy 
for arbitrament. Yours truly,

Mr. Massey’s Rejoinder. 

“Office of the Railroad Commission of 
Gecrgia, Atlanta, Ga., September 17, 1897.— 
Editor Constitution: I have received a 
lengthy communication from Captain D. G. 
Purse {n reference to a little controversy 
between us, in which he states that a copy 
of the same has been sent to The Constitu- 
tion for publication. 

‘This tirade of abuse heaped upon me by 
Captain Purse !{s accounted for by the fact 
that he was detected in having sent an or- 
der of this commission to The Savannah 
Press, signed by Chairman Trammell, with- 
out authority, by The Press presenting an 
account for the publication of the same. 

“T was ordered by the chairman to inves- 
tigate the matter. I d'd so, and reported 
the facts to him that the telegram had been 
sent from the Postal telegraph office and 
which was an order I had furnisued Cap- 
tain Purse, with certain interlineations. 
This report was forwarded to Captain 
Purse for explanation. He replied that he 
had sent the telegram, but positively dented 
the authorship of the interlineations, and 
at the same time criticised me in his let- 
ter to the chairman for having included 
this fact in my.report.

He talks interestingly of the situation in 
Mobile and of the precautions that are be- 


ing taken to stamp out the yellow fever 
before it can assume epidemic form. 

Hle left Mobile early one morning on the 
second section of the Atlanta and West 
Potnt train, which arrived {in Atlanta about 
four hours late last Thursday. This train 
was made up entirely of day coaches and 
was a special from Mobile ta Atlanta. 

On this train was a motley crowd of peo- 
ple, the greater number of whom were 
frightened to an exaggerated degree and 
who were leaving the infected district as 
fast as they possibly could. Mr. Kennedy 
tells an interesting story of his experience 
from Mobile to the boundary of Georgia. 

After leaving Mobile, he said, the train 
went at a very rapid rate and passed 
through the towns near there at full speed 
with all doors and windows closed ana 
fastened. In these places precaution was 
taken to see that the train did not stop. 

In Montgomery the greatest trouble was 
experienced by the refugees, and Mr. Ken. 
nedy states that it is something through 
which he has no desire to go again. While 
the suffering of the passengers was very 
great still there was a humorous side to 
the situation and the passengers had as 
much fun as possible guying the guards 
who were placed on each side of the train 
to keep the doors and windows closed. 

The train, safd Mr. Kennedy, arrived i!n 
Montgomery at about 9 o'clock in the 
morning and went through at a rapid rate, 
not stopping until {t arrived at a park 
some mileg from the city. Here the cars 
were switched about and left standing in 
an open field with the rays of a hot sun 
beating down on them and almost suffo- 
cating the passengers. 

At this interesting moment the ice and 
water gave out and the passengers were 
left to suffer thirst as well as heat. No 
effort, it is said, was made to furnish 
water. 

Didn’t Mind Smallpox. 

It is said that there have been severa) 
cases of smallpox in Montgomery and this 
fact was used by the refugees to guy the 
guards. One of the refugees opened a 
window and a diligent guard standing off 
at a safe distance yelled at him to close it. 

“Oh, that’s all right,’’ answered the 
genial refugee, ‘“‘we are not afraid - 
catching the smallpox.”’ 

“Close that window or I'll come and close 
it for you,’ sald the now exasperated 
guard. 

“Well, come on; we've got a whole car 
load of yellow fever germs waiting for 
some one.”’ 

But the guard threatened to put the car 
on a side track and keep it there if the 
window was not closed instanter, and this 
threat had the desired effect. The refugees 
decided that it would be better to close the 
windows and swelter for a while than to 
stay there and starve to death. 

Not until West Point was reached were 
the passengers on the second section able 
to obtain food, and they were met by a 
dining car, which did a Jand office business 
tor several hours. 

Mr. Kennedy states that $5,000 has beem 
appropriated by the city government for 
the purpose of cleaning Mobile and the 
city will be thoroughly disinfected. He 
says the trade has been somewhat injured 
by the fever scare. 

News was received by Mobile people in 
Atlanta to the effect that Fred 8S. Cox, 
manager of The Mobile News, is suffering 
with the fever. This was the latest news 
received by the refugees. 

Dr. ‘Stone, when asked about the proba- 
bilities of an epidemic in Mobile, stated 
yesterday that the matter was entirely in 
the hands of the health board of that 
city. If they cleaned the city properly 
and took care and precaution, the disease 
cam be stamped out. It will require much 
work, he said, to clean Mobile properly. 

In the course of his conversation, he 
stated that Atlanta was in good sanitary 
condition, and that the authorities at Sa- 
vannah.are beginning to clean that city 
from top to bottom, 

While the physicians do not anticipate 
that Mr. Hunt will have yellow fever, 
they will have guards placed around the 
camp and he will be well cared for. The 
Inspection of the trains will be continued 
and every precaution, as stated above, will 
be tanen to prevent sick persons from 
entering Atlanta. 

New Quarantine Regulations. 

A pecullar story is told of an Alabama 
coustty, near Mobile, in which the people 
are wild with fear of the yellow jack 
It is said that this county quarantined 
against the railroad and intended not to 
allow trains to even pass through. 

As the story goes, a compromise was 
effected by which the railroad agreed to 
low the whistle of the train continuously 
while it was passing through this particu- 
lar county. 

Whether this portion of the story {s 
true or not, it is certain that whenever 
the train enters this county the emgineer 
pulls down the whistle cord and clings to 
it until the train is out of the county. The 
story is told by refugees who were dis- 
turbed by the unearthly shrieks of the lo- 
comotive. 

The suspension of the steamboats tn Mo- 
bile, it is said, will probably cause much 
suffering in small towns which were sup- 
plied from Mobile. There will be a great 
demand for food in those places, it is said. 


WANTS TENTS FOR REFUGEES. 


Mayor of Brandon, Miss., Wires the 
President for Aid. 
Washington, September 18.—The president

When it has 
nothing to feed upon it leaves. 

New Orleans, which is now menaced, Is 
a city which rarely frost of 
enough severity to ki!ll the germs of the 
disease. For the last four years no killing 
frost has occurred in New Orleans and if 
the fever had once gained a foothold there 
even the winter would not have stopped its 
work of destruction and desolation. 

Key West is another city that has no 
frost and to add to the misfortune of the 
situation the city is nearly always in dan- 
ger of an epidemic, being situated where 
the fever first begins its ravages. For six 
years Key West has had no fever. Back 
of, that time the records have not been 
consulted, but It 1s sald that the city never 
has a killing frost. 

Galveston, situated om an island in the 
gulf, is still another fair southern city 
where frost only rarely occurs and where 
the fever is very liable to prevail with 
disastrous results. 

Frosts Late in Edwards. 

In Edwards, Miss,, where the fever Is 
row raging, the frosts are always very 
late. Jackson, the gapital, only ‘a few 
miles above, can well fear the epidemic at 
Kdwards, for it will be two months before 
frost will appear to end the epidemic there. 
On an average the first frosts appear at 
Icdwards about the middle of November. 
Before that time the epidemic can sweep 
away the populations of the biggest cities 
in the south. . 

Mobile will have the fever for two months 
if it gains a much firmer foothold. In that 
unhappy coast town, where the fever is 
now claiming its victims, frosts may not 
come until the New Year. In 1892 the first 
frost did not fall before December 23d, two 
days before Christmas. 

If Atlanta were not entirely immune 
from the fever, there might be some reason 
for alarm here at the lateness of the frost. 
On an average, the first frosts occur here 
about the first of November. Sometimes 
they come by the first of October, but nor- 
mally they first come about the first of 
November. 

In some cities the average for the first 
appearance of frost jis between December 
Ist and 1édth. The cities in the section 
where these frosts fall are New Orleans, 
Galveston, Key West, Pensacola, San An- 
tonio and Brownsville. All of these cities 
are very liable to the fever. In the next 
section of the country going northward the 
frost falls between November 1lith and De- 
cember lst. In this section are Jackson- 
ville, Mobile and a few unimportant towns. 
In the next section going northward the 
frosts fall on an average between the Ist 
of November and the 15th. Vicksburg, 
Montgomery, Dailas and Savannah are in 
this section. The section to the north is 
practically free from fever except in coast 
and river towns. In this section are At- 
lanta, Augusta and Shreveport. 

The official record of the first frosts at a 
large number of southern stations for the 
past six years, exccpting last year, the re- 
port of which has not yet been finished by 
the United States weather bureau, is given 
elsewhere. The report is for the years 
covering the period from January 1, 1891, 
to December 31, 1895. It is prepared by the 
officials of the government weatler bureau, 
and is accurate and reliable. 

Evidence in Atlanta’s Favor. 

Mr. Walker Dunson, -of this city, tells 
of the case of his brother, who died of yel- 
low fever in 1888, and .the facts as related 
go to sustain the statement that yellow 
fever cannot spread in this climate:

One day and night was spent on 
the train and as the stricken man was 
quite sick and delirous, the two brothers 
occupied the same seat and berth on the 
train. They arrived safely in Atlanta, re- 
mained here about twelve hours and then 
the sick man was carried down to La- 
Grange and taken to the home of another 
brother. The attending physician, who 
had had. @xperience with vellow fever pa- 
tients in New Orleans, pronounced the dis- 
ease a genuine case of yellow fever. Mr. 
Dunson lingered about two weeks and died 
vf yellow fever. His body was as yellow 
as an orange when he died. Everybody 
who knew of the case believed it was yel- 
low fever. No other member of the family 
or anyone else who came in contact with 
him when sick took the dread disease.”

OTTON is getting a 
little mixed in its 
movements, owing to 
quarantines in cef- 
tain sections. 
Norfolk has heen 
quick to take advan- 
tage of the quaran- 
tine which Charles- 
ton put on against 
freight moving out 
of Atlanta for At- 
lantic ports. 

All the cotton men in this section have 
been notified by wire that Norfolk is open 
/and anxious to take all the crop that is go- 
ing foreign. 

The Seaboard Air-Line and the Southern 
are working hard for Norfolk business and 
they assure shippers that. there is an 
abundance of shiproom there. The South- 
ern sends its freight through FPinner’s 
Peint and it is letting the cotton men 
know that shipments. will be rushed 
through. 


All the cotton men in Atlanta say that 


the Charleston quarantine will not handi- 
cap them in the slightest, but will add im- 
mensely to the receipts of Norfolk and Sa- 
vannah. These two ports appear to be 
preparing for a race against Galveston 
this year for the lead in receipts. Texas 
has quarantined against New Orleans and 
Mississippi. This will throw the Texas 
lerop to Galveston. Heretofore New Or- 
Jeans has drawn a large part of her re- 
ceipts from Texas. This season New Or- 
leans ts suffering because of her rigid 
quarantine. Mobile is laboring under a 
similar disadvantage. As a result the cot- 
ton produced east of the Mississippi river 
will have to go out largely through the 
Atlantic ports which have not quarantined. 
There will be upward of 6,000,000 bales 
picked between the Atlantic and the Mis- 
sissfpp!. It !s estimated that less than 
one-tenth of this grows in infected dis- 
tricts. For example, there {s not an in- 
fected town on all the Southern railway’s

FREIGHT TRAFFIC THE SUBJECT. 


Committee of Public Health May Raise 
the Embargo. 

Whistler, “Ala., September 18.—Dr. San- 
ders, state health officer of Alabama, will 
s00n convene the committee of public 
health for the state for the purpose of lay- 
ing before them and the governor a plan 
by which the embargo upon the movement 
of freights caused by yellow fever may be 
almost wholly removed. 

The plan consists in using refrigerator 
ears for distributing freights from in- 
fected locations. The freights are to be 
placed in such cars and the latter hermet- 
ically sealed and then the temperature 
within reduced to freezing point, or below. 
If a freezing temperature will destroy yel- 


low fever germs in November, why not tn 


Aueust or September. By the time such 
freights reach their destinations they would 
be harmless. 

Sulphur fumes might also be used in 
such cars to disinfect freights, the cars not 
to be opMed until they reach their desti- 
nation, Cages of blankets, of woolen goods 
and a few other articles might not be 
shipped in this way without extra troubie, 
but substantially all goods could be shipped 
with impunity that people. stand: most in 
neea of. 

By adopting this plan a complete solution 
of the difficulty of removing freights from 
infected localities will be reached.

London, September 18.—The fact that no 
less than ten batteries of horse and fleld 
artillery have been ordered to embark for 
India during the months of September and 
October, is mucis commented upon in mill- 
tary circles, 

Under ordinary circumstances the four 
batterfes row in India would have been 
relieved this month. But these batteries 
hive been ordered to remajn in India, and, 
therefore, there will shortly be on the fronr- 
tier fourteen batteries of artillery, a full 
‘complement for an army corps. 

As the British force now assembled on 
the frontier is of ample strength to wipe 
cut all visible resistance, the only conclu- 
sion that can be reached in relation to the 
dispatch,of re enforcements of artillery is 
that the authorities are possessed of infor- 
mation of a serious character. The intima- 
tion conveyed by the war office on Mon- 
day last, te the London coimmercial agent 
of the ameer of Afghanistan, that no war 
material or mnachinery for the manufacture 
thereof will be allowed to cross the frontier 
during the rresent crisis, indicates that 
the British government has by no means 
entire confidence in the ameer’s fidelity, 
and it is hinted the gevernment has learn- 
ed that while profess*mg friendliness to 
Greit Hritain, the ameer kas been ge- 
cretly preparing for war. 

Well informed circles are also discussing 
the story of secret correspondence between 
Russia and Afghanistan, which is said to 
have fallen into the hands of the British 
officials, and it is further intimated that 
a widespread plot, embrucing the Beluchis 
and others, has been discovered. The truth 
or otherwise of these stcries will develop 
hereafter, but the fact remains that the 
large increase in the strength of the Brit- 
ish artillery in India cannot be intended 
for use against the Afridis. 


Distress in Ireland. 

The extent of the distress threatening 
Ireland seems to depend largely as to 
thrcugh which party’s eyes it is viewed.

Manufacturers Generally Expect To Be 
Able To Stand It. 


COUNTRY HAS BEEN POLLED 


Agrarians Are Strongly Demanding a 
Tax War With United States. 


OFFICIALS STRONGLY OPPOSE THE CONTEST 


Experience Demonstrates the Country 
Cannot Do Without American 
Staples. 


Berlin, September 18.—The first batch of 
the replies to a circular of inquiry as to 
the effects of the United States tariff law 
circulated by the Frankfurter Zeitung 
has been printed. 

The general tenor to the answers sent 
it shows that the manufacturers generally 
expect to be able to stand the new tariff 
without such alleged aid as the agrarians 
propose in the shape of a tariff war with 
the United States and higher prices for 
cereals. 

The replies, however, show that some 
branches of German industry have been 
hit more or less hard, for instance the iron 
and steel industry of Solingen and Rem- 
scheid, with the sole exception of scissors, 
has been seriously injured, and the same 
is true in the case of yarns and the cheap- 
er silks stuffs of Crefeld, the cloth fac- 
tories of Lennep and Hueckenwagen, the 
prints of Gladbache and the leather and 
glove and cheaper linen industries of Sile- 
sia. On the other hand the Chemnitz knit 
goods and hosiery, the Saxon cotton in- 
dustry, the Gera woolens, the Berlin and 
Barmen trimmings, the Crefeld neckties 
and the Voigtland laces, curtains and knit- 
ting machines are barely touched. Besides 
a number of manufacturers, notably the 
Chemnitz hosiers, are contemplating start- 
ing factories in the United States, in the 
conviction that the new tariff will last for 
a number of years. 

In the meantime the agitation of the en- 
tire agrarian and conservative press in 
favor of a regular tariff war with the 
United States is more vigorous than ever, 
The Deutsche Zeitung, the leading organ 
of the agrarians, ir an article inspired by 
high government officials, says: 

‘In spite of the desire to retaliate 
against the United States the hands of the 
government are unfavorably tied to a large 
extent as experience has clearly demon- 
strated that Germany cannot do without 
the main American staples, such as cotton 
and petroleum, and to a smaller degree 
cereals.” 

The correspondent here of the Associated 
Press has secured fully a corroboration of 
the above views. In official circles it is not 
concealed that the aim is to frame laws to 
absolutely exclude in future all American 
meats and preserves on the plea that 
safety inspection in America is not reliable 
and not stringent enough. 

As a striking commentary upon the plans 
to exclude American meat the fact may be 
noted that pork in Germany, during the 
last fortnight, has. reached a price un- 
equaled in many years, that of 25 to 40 
cents per pound at retail and 18 cents per 
pound at wholesale. This is due to ex- 
clusion of Russian pork in Silesian fron- 
tier districts. 

At the launching of the new German 
ironclad Kaiset Wilhelm der Zweite, at 
Wilhelms Haven Inn Tuesday last Prince 
Henry of Prussia emphasized in his con- 
versation with the naval officers present 
that all misunderstandings between Em- 
peror William and himself had been ar- 
ranged. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm der Zweite ts the 
first really large German ironclad. She is 
wholly equipped with quick-flring guns. 
The warghip will be completed in 1899, at 
a cost of 4,000,000 marks.

Lynchburg, Va., September 18.—A letter 
from Senator John W. Daniel, in answer to 
the recent letter of Governor O’Ferrall, will 
be published in The Lynchburg News 10- 
morrow.

O G A NSVILLE’S 
postofice sensation 
has attracted the 
attention of the 
whole country. 
The shooting of 
Postmaster Loftin 
has aroused the gov- 
ernment authorities, 
and President Mc- 
Kinley himself is 
making a personal cffurt to have the would- 
be assassins of the negro punished, 

District Attorney Angier announced 
yesterday that he would prosecute ex- 
Postmaster Hardaway to the fullest ex- 
tent of the law for violating the postal 
laws. 

It is now known that the Hogansville 
people had been told by the government 
authorities that they would lose their 
postoffice if they did not raise the boycott 
against Loftin. 

The general opinion of the federal au- 
thorities here is that the shooting of Loftin 
was the immediate result of the visit of 
the postoffice inspector to Hogansville last 
Saturday. Inspector Rosser went to Ho- 
gansville to investigate the reported boy- 
cott. He found on arriving there that the 
citizens had not only boycotted Loftin, 
but were running a postoffice of their 
own, with ex-Postmaster Hardaway as 
postmaster. 

The inspector called a meeting of the 
citizens at his room at the Hogansville 
botel. The business men of the town re- 

fonded and met the inspector. Rosser 
faq the men that they were violating the 
aw by operating a postoffice in opposition 
the regular legal office. He further told 
tiem that they must raise their boycott 
or lose the postoffice altogether. 

No attention was paid to the inspector’s 
Warning and his efforts to adjust the 
Wouble proved vain. When he left they 
were still running the opposition postoffice. 
Anight and a day later Loftin was shot. 
District Attorney Angier has received 
bisitive instructions to prosecute the case 
with the greatest rigor and determination. 
The distr.ct attorney was in communica- 
ton with the authorities at Washington 
yesterday. The wires were kept hot be-

That Hardaway has violated this section 
of the code oan hardly be disputed. He 
has mainttatned, without any mateniai 
change, the exact office and equipment, 
including even the signboard, which he 
used when he was aotually postmaster 
during Cleveland's administration. 

Penalty in Hardaway’s Case. 

According to Attorney Angier, the $500 
fixed as a penalty is for each separate 
Diece of mail matter, and under such a con- 
struction of the act Hardaway will be 
due the United States thousands of dol- 
lars in fines. Hardaway has been acting 
aS postmaster ever since he was first ap- 
pointed by Cleveland. He {ts still postmaster 
to all practical intents. He has been re- 
ceiving, handling and distributing the Ho- 
gansville mail just as though the legal 
postmaster did not have an office or did not 
even exist. He has been doing this under 
the authority of white citizens, who have 
received all mail from the illegal post- 
office. 

Orders were issued yesterday that all 
lock boxes on the cars be looked for sév- 
eral miles on each side of Hogansville, 
and that no mail be received on the cars 
except through the regular postmaster. 

Loftin’s Case Not Serious. 

Loftin, the wounded negro, is not very 
badly off, but is euffering greatly from 
his wound. Orders have been received from 
Washington to lock him up so that 
newspaper men cannot get at him. The 
federal officers are guarding him closely 
to see that no information is given away 
by him. 

It was rumored at the custom house yes- 
terday that the lives of the postal inspect- 
ors at Hogansville had been threatened if 
they did not leave town at once. The in- 
spectors have been instructed to remain 
in Hogansville, and a whole regiment will 
be sent down, if necessary, to protect them. 

The people of Hogansville will now have 
to patronize Loftin’s postoffice or do with- 
out their mails. He is the only one from 
whom mail will be received by the railway 
clerks, and the whites will have to undergo 
the humiliation of going to the negro’s 
office. 

It is expeoted that several arrests will 
be made within the next few days.

Man Supposed To Be a Pauper Discloses 
Wealth After Death. 
Columbia, S. C., September 18.—{Special.)— 
A few nights ago a Columbia physician 
was notified that a man was lying ill in an 
adjacent yard. Investigation proved that 
the man was a white-bearded stranger, 
about sixty years old, who said he had 

typhoid fever and no money or friends. 

The doctor put the sufferer in a carriage 
and started him to the station house for 
lodging until provision could be made. But 
the stranger had himself taken to a wagon 
yard, where he lay until found by the 
police and removed to the poorhouse, 
where he received medical attention, but 
too late to save him. 

He gave his name as John Corley and 
Joseph Cooly, claiming to be a native of 
several states. He declined to send mes- 
sages to any friend or relative. 

When the body was being prepared for 
burial, and old negro woman found three 
balls of cotton, old and greasy. 

‘‘Dey is ‘cunjer’ balls,’’ she declared, and 
with superstitious dread, threw them away. 
The superintendent of the place, wishing to 
ascertain the ingredients of cunjer balls, 
opened one of them. A twenty-dollar bill 
was the first thing he found, and the in- 
vestigation was continued until twelve such 
bills and one for $100 were found. 

The money will be held by the county 
until proper claimants can be found.

Edward Washington, another negro, was 
seriously injured and is not expected to 
live through the night. 

Policeman Burton, who led the attacking 
forces, is dangerously wounded. 

Five colored rioters were arrested after 
being clubbed. 

The situation was alarming for a while, 
but the police have control and tonight 


everything is quiet.

JIMMY MICHAEL’S GREAT FEAT 


Ran Twenty-Five Miles in a Little Over 
Forty-Five Minutes. 


AN IMMENSE THRONS WAS PRESENT 


Defeated Lesna, the Frenchman, Who 
Held All Records Before—How 
the Race Was Run. 


Boston, September 18.—Jimmy Michael 
today won the greatest cycling event ever 
run on any track. 

It was the twenty-five mile race at 
Charles River park, and was run in the 
fastest cycling time the world ever saw. 

Michael’s competitors were Lucien Les- 
na, of France, and Eddie McDuffie, of 
Cambridge. It was a superb day and 14,000 
persons witnessed the races. 

In the start off the three riders in the 
big race caught their quads for a fast lap 
and Lesna took the lead, making the first 
mile fifteen yards ahead of McDuffie, who 
beat out Michael at the tape by a few 
feet. McDuffle took the second mile by 
fifty yards over Michael. 

In the third mile a chain on McDuffe’s 
sextette broke, depriving him of a pace- 
maker for the lap and he lost the lead. 
Michael finished the third mile a quarter 
of a mile ahead of McDuffie. From this 
time out Michael had the lead and slowly 
crept upon both Lesna and McDuffie. 
Michael led by one-third of a lap at the 
end of the fifth mille. Time, 9:06 3-5. 

At the tenth mile Michael was ahead 600 
yards, Lesna second. Time, 18:031-5. The 
fifteenth mile Michael was ahead by one- 
third of a mile, Lesna second. Time, 
27:14 4-65. . 

Twentieth mile Michael led by 600 yards, 
Lesna second. Time, 86:41 15. 

Twenty-fifth mile, finish, Michael won by 
one-third mile, Lesna second, McDuffie 
third, two-thirds of a mile behind Lesna. 
Time, 45:58 4-5. 

Up to this time Lesna has held practical- 
ly all records for three miles to twenty- 
five, excepting the sixteenth and twentieth 
mile records, which were broken on Thurs- 
day last by Michael in his twenty-mile 
contest against Lesna at Springfield. 

Every world’s record from three to twen- 
ty-five miles inclusive is now credited to 
Michael.

CONSUL LEB WILL 


RETURN TO CUBA 


An Unexpected Turn in the Diplomatic: 
Situation Yesterday. 


GENERAL VISITED M’KINLEY 


Held Two Hours’ Consultation with 
President and Secretary Alger. 


PRESIDENT DOES NOT FAVOR A CHANGE. 


And General Lee Will Return to His. 
Old Field the Middle of October. 
Weyler Is Condemned. 


ASHINGTON, Gep- 
tember 18.—General 
Fitzhugh Lee, con- | 
sul general to” Cuba, | 
had a long consulta- 
tion with the preal- 
dent at the whita 
house today. It was 
the first time Gen- 
eral Lee had seen Mr. McKinley since; 
the former’s return to this cdétntry about | 
a fortnight ogo. He saw the president by 
special appointment and all visitors were 
excluded during the progress of tho con- 
ference except Secretary Alger, who camag 
over from the war ¢cepartment and re 
mained until after General Lee’s departure, 
The conference was a long one, lasting 
about two hours, 

General Lee carefully reviewed the situa- 
tion in Cuba and explained at length all 
points upon which either the president or. 
Sacretary Alger asked for information. ; 
General Lee gave his own views freely. 
to the president, but after the interview 
wag very reticent about the nature of the 
report he had made. He eaid the president 
had not given him any outline of his 
policy. 

It is evident, however, that the president 
is deeply impressed with the critical char- 
acter of the situation in Cuba as it is de- 
scribed by General Lee, as it is understood 
that at the conference he strongly urged 
General Lee to retain his office, at least 
for the present, and to return to Havana 
at his earliest convenience, 

As it has been strongly intimated for 
several months that ex-Congressman Ald- 
rich would succeed General Lee at Havana 
and that the latter prubably would not 
retirn, the president’sa action today is 
construed to mean that he thinks it inad- 
visable to make a change at this jucture. 

General Lee left here this afternéon for, 
Covington, Va. but before his departure 
admitted that he would return to Cuba. 
as soon ag he had arranged his private. 
affairs, probably about the middle of Oc- 
tober. 

In private conversation with close per- 
sonal friends General Lee has expressed 
himself vigorously as to the situation in 
Cuba and has been very emphatic in his 
condemnation of some of General Weyler’s 
methods. 


MORE TROUBLE YET FOR SPAIN. 


Danish Consul’s Residence in Cuba Is 
Broken Into. 

Havana, via Key West, September 13.— 
The residence of Fernande Helidrich, the 
Danish consul at Mantanzas, who is vis- 
iting in the United States, was recently 
raided by the police and a revolver and a 
number of documents which were found 
in his desk were seized. 

The Danish consul general at Havana 
upon learning of the raid protested to 
Captain General Wevler and demanded an 
apology. 

The German consul at Mantanzasa, Louis 
Gerlsen, also demanded an apology within 
four hours from the civil governor of the 
province, claiming that Heidrich was a 
German subject.

| Treaty Between Two Nations Has Been 


Signed at | 
Constantinople, September 18.—The treaty 
of peace between Turkey and Greece was 
signed here this afternoon. 
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As to Freight Rates. 

There has been some discussion re- 
‘cently in regard to freight discrimina- 
tions against Atlanta. The Constitution 
on Wednesday last printed two com- 
‘plaints of this character, both coming 
from manufacturers outside the city— 
one from Ohio and the other from Penn- 
sylvania, 

As an accompaniment to these outside 
complaints we printed at the same time 
the oft-repeated suggestion of a promi- 
nent Atlanta merchant that one of the 
‘remedies for these freight discrimina- 
tions, real and alleged, would be the 
establishment of a bureau of freightand 
transportation to be managed by a capa- 
ble and energetic man who thoroughly 
junderstands the true inwardness of rail- 
‘way rates. 

On Thursday Mr. J. M. Culp, traffic 
manager of the Southern railway, dis- 
cussed in our columns the complaints 
that had been printed the day before, 
referring principally to the rates'on 
fron, and explaining that Atlanta was 
fairly dealt with, considering the water 
competition to Savannah. ‘Augusta has 
lowér rates than Atlanta, but that (Mr, 
Culp explains) is because Augusta “has 
the river from Savannah, and if the 
roads do not meet the river rates the 
boats will do all the business.” This 
irefers to the mud-scows that ply, or 
used to ply, between Augusta and Sa- 
‘vannah. It is almost comic. It shows 
'the wonderful possibilities of the Chat- 
tahoochee river for Atlanta. 

But the tone of Mr. Culp’s statement 
‘was wholesome, hopeful and reassuring, 
showing that the roads centering here 
‘are not engaged in intentionally injur- 
ing the interests of the city—and in 
this matter intention becomes vitally 
‘important. 

On Friday we printed a full report of 
the meeting of business men held for 
‘the purpose of discussing the interests 
of Atlanta to the end that some plan 
might be formulated to boom the city’s 
‘trade. The meeting was representative 
‘of Atlanta’s mercantile and business in- 
‘terests. The most interesting feature 
of the meeting (apart from the an- 
nouncement of the fact that Atlanta's 
trade has been and now is steadily in- 
creasing) was th presence of 'Mr. J. B. 
S. Thompson, assistant general superin- 
tendent of the Southern railway. Mr. 
Thompson was prevailed upon to par- 
ticipate in the discussion of freight rates, 
and he made some suggestions worth re- 


| membering by our whole business com- 


munity. He called attention to the fact 
that the roads centering here had never 
failed to respond liberally when callea 
on to extend financial aid to enterprises 
organized for the benefit of the etty, and 
he assured the meeting that the interests 
of the city might continue to count on 
the co-operation of the roads. 

Mr. Thompson advised the business 
men not to entertain the notion that 
the roads are antagonistic to the city 
and the city’s commercial interests. If 
there are abuses, or discriminations, 
he said, let the complaints be put in 
shape and laid before the roads in a 
business-like way. He declared that if 
they could be corrected the correction 
would be promptly made, and if correc- 
tion was impossible it would be because 
of circumstances over which the roads 
have no control. 

Mr. Thompson’s remarks represent 
in the highest degree the spirit ana pur- 
pose of modern railway management, 
which, instead of trying to squeeze the 
last possible nickel] out of each Sship- 
ment, strives to foster, encourage and 
build up every industrial and business 
venture within the road’s radius, to the 
end that the business of the road may 
be increased in a natural and legitimate 
way—thus recognizing the interdepen- 
dent relations that exist between the 
transportation companies and the bus- 
iness interests of the country. 

The Constitution is of the opinion

secure rates calculated to increase her 


trade and build up her industries is for 
those interested to act together through 
some organization—the chamber of com- 
merece or some other body whose sug- 
gestions, complaints or petitiong wil 
carry with them the weight of the whole 
business community. 

We are convinced that the modern 
method of railway management. will 
result in giving our people just and 
equitable rates under which all our in- 
terests will grow and flourish. 

The Cornfield Pea. 

Frost {gs not yet in Sight, for the 
cockleburrs are as green as frass, and 
some of them are in an immature state. 
These harbingers (if they may be called 
S0) will get brown and ripe before frost 
falls. In the meantime, there are some 
very substantial symptoms of fall. For 
instance, the morning glories that have 
been running riot over the aftermath 
in the hay patch, are now in bloom till 
after 10 o’clock in the morning, and they 
make a radiantly beautiful spectacle 
which the humblest may enjoy. 

But the most substantial symptom is 
to be found between the corn-rows 
where the cornfield pea is growing. The 
pods, or peascods, as the old Elizabeth- 
ans were fond of calling them, are turn- 
ing yellow and beginning to shrivel a 
little. This is a Sign, not only of the 
progress of autumn, but ‘of the ripening 
of a very fine article of food. In its 
present state the cornfield pea is a dain- 
ty fit for the table of a king. 

It is at all seasons a staple food with 
those whose taste has not been vitiatea 
by the dry and odorless style of: north- 
ern cooking, but, just now, when the 
pods still have a tinge of green in their 
yellow, it is a delicacy highly esteemed 
by all people of taste. In this state the 
peas are not dry, but juicy and sweet, 
and yield gracefully to the soothing and 
simmering influence of the dinner-pot. 

They should be boiled with a piece 
of smoked middling, not the sticky pork 
that comes from the west—though rath- 
er than miss the peas, we'd accept the 
western meat—and the cooking should 
proceed until one of the largest peas 
may be rubbed to the thinness of writ- 
ing paper between the thumb and fore- 
finger. Then they should be served as 
the taste dictates—plenty of salt, a 
sprinkling of red pepper, with a dash of 
vinegar—and they should be eaten with 
cornbread, though this is not necessary, 
for the cornfield pea is both bread ana 
meat. 

In the coast region and elsewhere the 
peas are mixed with ries after coming 
to table, and called “hopping-john.” 
Hopping-john is all very well for those 
who like it, but, as good wine needs 
no bush, so the cornfield pea needs no 
addition to its fine, delicate flavor. 

We are told that thousands of bushels 
of these peas are shipped into Georgia 
from the states to the north of us. If 
this be true, our farmers deserve to be 
scored for their lack of enerevy. The 
cornfield pea needs no cultivation what- 
ever in this climate. All that is neces- 
sary is to plant them between the corn- 
rows or in a fleld by themselves. They 
will grow ranker than the weeds on 
good land, and will flourish on land too 
poor to support weeds. 

They may be plowed under in the 
green state to enrich the land, thougp 
that is really a waste of the raw mate- 
rial, or they may be cut for forage when 
the pea is in the “milk stage,’ or the 
peas may be allowed to mature. No 
matter what course is taken, the lana 
is better for their presence. roots 
go deep down into the soil, and the feed- 
ers permeate the ground near the sur- 
face, and this is the real benefit, for 
the land becomes porous and remains so 
until the next spring. 

The productiveness of the cornfie!d 
If left_to ripen 
in the fleld before they are gathered, 
enough debris is left to fatten five hogs 
to the acre and keep them in that condi- 
tion till hog-killing time. We trust our 
farmers will devote more attention to 
this remarkable annual. It is a better 
fertilizer than clover, a more nutritious 
forage than timothy, and a better food 
for hungry people than can be bought 
in the stores. 

And you may call it by what name 
you please, cornfield pea, cow pea, whip- 
perwill pea, or anything else. It is al- 
ways on hand if you give it a chance. | 
Boiled without meat, and fed to the 
milch cows, it is the greatest butter 
maker known to dairymen. 

And if you don’t believe all this, or 
don’t know it by experience, we’ll send 
you a mess the first chance we get. 
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Establishing the Law. 

The action of Governor Atkinson in 
establishing the supremacy of the law 
in the matter of misdemeanor convicts, 
which was urged on and aided by The 
Constitution, seems to cause uneasiness 
in certain quarters. 

There is The Hatonton Messenger, for 
instance, which is afflicted with a great 
deal of suspicion. The editor seems to 
be sorely grievefl because there has 
been a disturbance of certain existing 
conditions and proceeds to relieve him- 
self in this manner: 

We have previously referred to the queer 
antics of Governor Atkinson in regard to 
the private misdemeanor camps in about 
seventy-five of the coungies of Gecrgia, 
but the matter is interesting enough -to 
bear further reference. The fact is “that 
the people of Georgia have come to the 
conclusion that there is a nigger in the 
voodpile—in other words, that- there is a 
cat in the meal tub; or, to be more 
explicit, that a gcod deal of grinding of 
axes is going on. Let us look at the facts, 
The existing private,misdemeaner camps 
are technically in violation of iaw, 
but that violation has been going jon some 
twelve or fifteen years. 

If it will afford any relief to The Mes- 
senger, The Constitution can enlighten 
it right now as to the existence of the 
“nigger in the woodpile.” lt is trué 
that there was a “nigger in the wood- 
pile’ and that he was held there con- 
trary to the law of the land, and that 
lawlessness is something which must be 
suppressed. The fact that for ten or 
fifteen years the law of the state had 
been continuously violated affords no 
justification for such violation. The 
duty has rested upon every judge, upon 
every solicitor and upon every governor 
to have seen to it that the law was en- 
forced, and if it happened to be ia 
that Governor Atkinson was the first to 
vigorously take hold of this matter it 
ts to his credit, and yet it was no more 
than his simple and sworn duty. All 
this talk about technical violation of 
the law is the merest sophistry. The 
same argument might be used to justify 
every lynching which has ever taken 
place in the state—the argument that 
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the criminal would have been hanged | 


anyhow, and that the lynching was but 
a technical mistake. The time has 4r- 


“rived in Georgia when the law must be 


enforced and when officers who assume 
public position must woderstand the re- 


sponsibility which rests upon their 
shoulders. : 

On a different Hne does The Macon 
County Citizen approach this same ques- 
tion, It will be remembered that Col- 
onel Greer, the editor of The Citizen 
and solicitor of the county court, at first 
attacked the policy of Governor Atkin- 
son in disturbing the existing contracts, 
but now that full developmenis are be 
fore him and that he has all the facts 
upon which to base an opinion, he ad- 
vocates in. strong words the support of 
the administration in these words: 

Now that the reclaiming of the misde- 
meanor convicts has been virtually accom- 
plished, let us hope that this strict execu- 
tion of the law will not be without a sal- 
utary effect, and that all will be well that 
ends well. Let us hope that the recent agi- 
tation is not an ill wind which blows no 
good to anyone, but that it may redound 
to the good of its promoters and-the state. 
The convicts have generally been taken 
from the private camps; some have been 
put to work in newly-equipped chaingangs, 
while others have been placed on the old 
county chaingangs. At any rate, no one can 
complain that the law has not been at last 
tracked to the letter. The controlling policy 
is prompt action “right now,’’ and however 
much the wisdom of such a policy may be 
doubted, it is the duty of every good citizen 
to sustain the governor in his efforts. 

The emphasizing of this duty of every 
good citizen to support the governor in 
his efforts to maintain the law comes 


“with excellent effect from The Citizen, 


and marks the proper line of conduct 
for all lovers of their state. If we would 
rescue Georgia from the stigma of many 
of the charges which have been made 
against her we must uphold the law as 
against irregular methods and thus es- 
tablish a condition of things which will 
challenge the admiration of the world. 


The South’s Foreign Trade 

Figures are sometimes eloquent. This 
observation applies with more than or- 
dinary force to the tabulated statement 
recently sent out from Washington 
showing the enormous gains which our 
south Atlantic and gulf ports have made 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1897. 

A glance at this table will show that 
while the ports of New York, Boston 
and San Francisco have lost heavily 
during the year, the ports of New 
Orleans, Baltimore, Galveston, Newport 
News and Norfolk have made decided 
gains, with respect to goods exported 
from the United States the showing for 
the year is as follows: 
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From these figures it is evident that 
our southern ports are beginning to re- 
ceive & more liberal share of the export 
business carried on by this country; but 
the same increase of business noted in 
regard to exports is also true in a large 
measure of imports. The following ta- 
ble shows the percentage of gains which 
the south hes made in imports: 
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While the gain which the south made 
during the last year in imports is not 
as large as the gain made in exports the 
foregoing table shows that New York 
and San Francisco both suffered heavy 
losses during the year. In view of the 
adverse conditions which have prevailea 
for some time past, the gains made by 
our southern ports are highly gratify- 
ing. # 

A Lay Sermon. 

Such in the needless stress which the 
various denominations of the Christian

In 
other words, Christ must be placed 
above creed. 

Happily for Atlanta, the preaching of 
the gospel in this city is not marred by 
the same denominational bigotry which 
taints the ministry in some other cities, 
and there is little rivalry between our 
pulpits. But while this observation may 
be true of Atlanta, it cannot be denied 
that the tendency to emphasize denom- 
inational differences is growing through- 
out the country and that it threatens, 
unless resisted, to impair the usefulness 
of the church. Ministers of the gospel, 
instead of holding up the sublime truths 
of religion and preaching the gosnrel of 
Christ in its purity, find greater satisfac- 
tion in dwelling upon those issues which 
tend to obscure the sole aim of religion 
and to engender denominational! bitter- 
ness. This is all wrong, and there must 
he a radical change in the preaching 
which emanates from our modern pulpits 
if the cause of Christ iseverto triumph 
over the cause of Satan. 

In view of this sectarian spirit which 
has crept into our modern pulpits it 
would seem as if Christ could not have 
been the founder of all the various de- 
nominations which have sprung into ex- 
istence since the close of His ministry 
on earth; and naturally the question 

ses, to which one of them did He 
belong? Of course, this question is not 
exactly biblical, but it grows irresisti- 
bly out of the conflict which is now go- 
ing on among the various denomina- 
tions. As a matter of fact, Christ be- 
longed to no church: but during Hig 
ministry on earth He prociaimed the 
great essential doctrines which underlie 
all denominations and which alone con- 
stitute the believer's hove of salvation,

Savannah Press: As Atlanta has oper 
ed wide her gates and is bidding welcome 
to the refugees from the yellow fever 
infected quarters, a citizen suggested this 
morning that it would be right and proper 
for Savannah to quarantime against At- 
lanta. It is believed that all precaution- 
ary methods should now be adopted to 
protect the city, and that all parties who 
have fled from New Orleans, Mobile and 
Mississippi towns should be excluded and 
not allowed to enter the city. Several 
hundred refugees arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday, and no doubt many of them will] 
make efforts to eome further suuth, where 
they may have friends and relatives resid- 
ing. It is not at all improbable that not 
a few of them may attempt to get to 
Savannah, and there is no discoumting the 
fact that it would be unsafe to have them 
come here, and the only way to keep them 
out 18 to gtarantine against Atlanta.

POLITICS AND POLITICIANS. 


While the republicans of Virginia are 
fighting at a regulation Kilkenny cat rate, 
the outlook for the democratic ticket in 
the Old Dominion grows brighter daily. 
There is enough of a republican party in 
Virginia to elect two or three members 
of congress and to cut a very considerable 
figure in political affairs generally; and of 
course there is enough to make two strong 
factions. There is always that when fed- 
eral appointments are at stake as they 
are now. 

Just now the republicans ail over the 
state are in the throes over the selection 
of delegates to a convention which has 
been called to meet at Lynchburg early In 
October. To elect or not to elect is the 
problem which is bothering the republican 
masses. The convention hag been called 
by Colonel Lamb, who has been chairman 
of the republican state committee, but it 
is not eanectioned by the committee. In- 
deed, the committee so far differed with 
its chairman that it fired him with enthus!- 
asm and emphasis. Colonel Lamb claims 
this action of his associates was illegal 
and still posing as chairman he has issued 
the call for the Lynchburg convention, 
at which a state ticket is to be put out. 

The republican masses believe a state 
ticket should be put in the fleld; the party 
managers who control the state committee 
and also the federal patronage say there 
should be no state ticket, arguing that 
without it better results in legislative and 
other local contests can be attained. The 
little matter of whether delegates should 
be elected and the convention recognized 
or whether Lamb and his show shall be 
entirely ignored is now being fought out 
in the several counties, and the way is 

ing paved for a decided fattening of the 
democratic batting averages. 


Everything is playing into the hands of 
John Daniel, Hoge Tyler and their asso- 
ciates. As indicated by the decision of 
their committee against putting out a 
ticket, the great majority of the populists 
are going to vote for Tyler, though sup- 
porting as {is natural their own candidate 
for lieutenant governor. That is the only 
point of difference and it can in no way 
affect the net result of certain democratic 
victory. The feeling which prevails among 
the substantial populists- of the state is 


illustrated by the letter of congratulations 
written Major Tyler by Major Mann Page, 
national president of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and for several years one of the popu- 
list leaders of Virginia. He publicly an- 
nounces his intention of supporting the 
democratic .ticket, and in his letter to Ma- 
jor Tyler writes: 

If the democratic party has been slow 
to confer this honor, as many of us 
thought and hoped it would four years 
ago, it has done so in a manner most 
creditable to itself, complimentary to 
you,and satisfactory to the agriculturists 
of the state. I am thankful that at last 
We are to have a governor taken from 
the body of the people, one who, we 
believe, will do all in his power to bulld 
up the producing and industrial inter- 
ests of the state. 


Then, on the ether hand, despite the ef- 
forts of the rebuked and repudiated O'’Fer- 
rall and of a few newspapers, the gold 
men who left the democratic party are re- 
turning. The most significant declaration 
on this line comes from ex-Governor Wil- 
liam IE. Cameron, who was the leader of 
the Palmer and Buckner forces, and who 
stumped the state for the side-issue ticket. 
Governor Cameron is out in a card an- 
nouncing that he will support the demo- 
cratic state ticket and urging all gold men 


to do the same. 
The situation in Virginia indicates that 
the substantial white men of the state, 


seeing the folly of division, are getting to- 
gether under the democratic banner. They 
have had a practical demonstration of what 
republicanism means to the south. Negro 
office holders, negro domination, the worst 
elements society in control of federal 
affairs—that is what it means: and the 
men of the south who have been fooled wn- 
der different pretexts into deserting the 
democratic party are rapidly returning to 
it, realizing that only through it can there 
be good government in these states. 

So far as Virginia 1s concerned, there 
never has been any doubt of democratic 
victory; these recent developments insure 
that the majori.y for Tyler and his ticket 
will be of the old-time variety. 


When newspaper writers In Washington 
are “shy” of good stories, they have only 
to look into the career of the Hon. George 
Vest, senator from the great state of Mis- 
sourl. There the fund of good material is 
apparently inexhaustible. Walter Wellman 
has been taking a turn at Vest, and finds 
a new story that is worth repeating.

The one abso- 
lutely umselfish friend that man can 
have in this selfish world, the one that 
mever deserts him, the one that never 

oves ungrateful or treacherous, is his

Such a man is Captain James D. Price, 
who conducts a large private camp ef mis- 
demeanor convicts in Oconee county, near 
Farmington. Captain Price has been in 
the eclty for several d@ys in consultation 
with Governor Atkinson, Judge Turner and 
others looking to a settlement of the vexed 
question. He has showm a desire to co- 
operate with both the state and county 
authorities and seeing that the law is com- 
plied with, and to a Constitution reporter, 
who called on him at the Kimball house, 
he said: 

“I do not want to talk about my own 
camp, but I am proud to refer you to Calo- 
neal Byrd's report as to that. 1 do want 
to gay, however, that I am thoroughly in 
sympathy with the movement to piace all 
misdemeanor convicts, Wherever and how- 
ever confined, under state supervision, The 
counties should unquestionably maintain 
title in their convicts, and if they can 
thus be employed on private works, I 
think the entire matter will be settled to 
everybody's satisfaction. 1 believe, how- 
ever, that there has been a littie too much” 
haste in the presemt demand for the re- 
lease of the convicts from private camps, 
owing to the fact that crops are just now 
being gathered, and it would be impossibie 
to replace them with free labor. We are 
all working in harmony up our way to see 
that the law is vindicated, and I am glad 
to say that I believe the unpleasant ques- 
tios has been settled for moe Nobody 
wants to break the law, and as soon as 
we learned what the law was we made 
immediate preparation to live up to it.’’ 

What Colonel Byrd Says. 

If all the misdemeanor convict lessees 
in Georgia were the same sort of man 
as Captain Price, there would never Rave 
been any aecessity far Colonel] Byrd's ‘Tre- 
port. He has a large plantation, health- 
fully situated, and at the present time em- 
ploys ferty-one convicts, for whom -he pays 
from $36 to $48 each. They work at farm- 
ing and brickmaking and Colonel Byrd 
officially reports that they are well cloth- 
ed, well fed amd well satisfied with their 
lot. The women are given a separate 
two-room cottage and the men are not 
chained together. Outside of the McRee 
camp “in Lowndes county, Captain Price 
has the only hospital in the state run by 
a private camp. It is in charge of Dr. 
W. T. sasaygood, whose residence is two 
hundred yards from the stgckade, 

In reference to the camp Colonel Byrd 
says in his report: 

“Captain Jim Price has as healthy and 
cheerful-looking a gang of convicts as can 
be found im the state. They seem devoted 
to him and his family, and at the same 
time they turn out an unusally large 
amount of work. I am of the opinion that 
Captain Price Knows his business. I find 
but ome thing to report against him, and 
that is that upon the day of inspection the 
femaies were not clad in stripes. This 
gang is as good as the best in the state,”

WORK ON WHITEHALL 
WAITS ON CITIZENS 
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Donations of Frontage. 


MAY DEFEAT IMPROVEMENT 


Chairman Maddox Calls for the Blank 
Deeds Now Out. 


WANTS TO HEAR FROM PROPERTY OWNERS 


A Few Stumbling Blocks in the Way 
and All Improvements Now Seem 
To Depend on Them, 


The committee of Whitehall street resi- 
dents appointed by council to secure dona- 
tions of frontage from property owners for 
purposes of widening and otherwise im- 
proving the street, are anxious that all 
property owners having blank deeds will 
return them to the committee as soon as 
possible. These blank deeds, prepared by 
the city attorney, were placed in the hands 
of all property owners on the part of the 
btreet affected by the contemplated im- 
provement. Many of them have been sign- 
ed, and others are atill held by the property 
owners—some of whom have not as yet 
made up their minds. It is important that 
answers should be received from all as soon 
a3 possible, as the commiftee is anxious to 
make its report to the council. All persons 
having deeds should send them at once to 
Colonel J. J. Maddox, chairman of the 
committee. 

The following communication from Chatir- 
man Maddox explains itself: 

“Atlanta, Ga, September 18, 1897—To 
Whitehall Street Property Owners: Proper- 
ty owners donating the five feet on each 
side of Whitehall street, and who have the 
deeds now on hand sent them by the com- 
mittee are requested to send them in at 
once, as the committee wish to make their 
final report to the city council. Mail them 
or handto J. J. MADDOX, Chairman,” 

It is said that several property owners 
along the street have not as yet made up 
their minds to sign, and until they do-the 
proposed improvement is blocked; notwith- 
standing the fact that property owners are 
to be relleved from all expense in widening 
and otherwise improving the street—the 
proposed improvements including among 
other things the surfacing of the granite 
blocks with asphalt—a work now being done 
extensively in New York and other leading 
cities. Without the donation of the neces 
sary frontage, the proposed improvement 
of the street will be abandoned. 

As the city council makes its estimates 
for the ensuing year about the lst of Octo- 
ber, the time has arrived when the proper- 
ty owners of the street must decide what 
they are going to do. If the necessary front- 
age of property is not donated before Oc- 
tober Ist, the work will be abandoned, and 
the council will rect its attention to the 
selection of another avenue which will con- 
nect the country roads and the western 
part of the city wlth the business center. 
Whitehall street is the most direct Ine, and 
acting in co-operation with the county com- 
mission, the council proposes to make this 
one of the handsomest residence avenues 
in the city. This can only be done, however, 
with the consent of the property owners, 
and unless they assist in the work, the im- 
provement will be given up. The proposed 
improvement of the street exempts property 
owners from all expense, and in this re- 
spect they are particularly fortunate—the 
inducement being such as to suggest the 
prompt donation of all the frontage nec- 
essary to widen the street as it is proposed. 
There appears to be a few stumbling blocks, 
however, in the way of the success of the 
movement, and it is probable that they will 
succeed in defeating it entirely, leaving the 
Street to its downward career, deflecting 
traflic to other streets, and otherwise con- 
tributing to the injury instead of the up- 
Building of the avenue. If this work is 
abandoned W! hall street will never have 
as g20d an oppurtunity again.

SOUTH ATLANTA 
HAS A BOYCOTT 


Grow Larger. 


IS AGAINST THE POSTMASTER 


He Is a Negro and Is Distasteful to 
the People. 


THE BOYCOTT IS YET IN ITS INFANCY 


E. L. Simon, the Postmaster, Is Se- 
rene and Places His Trust in 
His White Friends. 


The people who kre in the district of the 
south Atlanta postoffice have begun to 
murmur against the negro postmaster who 
was stationed there by the present admin- 
istration, and some of them have com- 
menced to boycott against the office, and 
before many days have passed it would 
not be surprising if a wholesale boycott 
was declared against the new postmaster 
and his office, 

There are three causes for complaint, at 
least it is so alleged by those who live in 
the vicinity. The first is that the postmas- 
ter is a negro, and was put in office 
against their wishes and over their pro- 
test. They claim that it is distasteful in 
the extreme for a negro to hold such an 
important place over them. 

The second cause is that BE. L. 8!mon, 
this being the name of the negro who holds 
the postmastership, moved the postoffice 
from the building which had been erected 
for that purpose and stationed it fully a 
quarter of a mile further down the road. 
This, they claim, is far out of the way for 
them, and makes it inconvenient. 

The postoffice is now on the extreme 
edge of the settlement, and is in the store 
conducted by L. J. Price, who acts as as- 
sistant postmaster. The third complaint is 
that Simon promised to deliver the mail 
at the different stores when they consented 


\ stores for it. 


to the moving of the postoffice. 

This pleased them, because they were then 
not compelled to get the mall from the 
postmaster himself, but could go to these 
These stores also sell stamps, 
50 they need not have been compelled to 
visit the postoffice at all. The people at 
Henderson's store, which is the center of 
population for the district, say that Simon 
has never sent any mail to them except 
their own private letters. 

It is undoubtedly the case that quite a 
number of the people are receiving and 
mailing their letters in this city, so as not 
to be compelled to get them of Simon, 
What the outcome of this small-sized boy- 
cott will be is, of course, impossible to 
state. It may drag along in the present 
manner, or it May assume greater propor- 
tions and become general throughout the 
district.

Will Now Be Tried Two Weeks from 
Monday Next.

CASE WILL OCCUPY SEVERAL DAYS

Trial Will Be More Sensational Than 
Before and Will Arouse Great 
Interest. 


Owing to a change in the 
the supreme court, the trial of John Mc- 
Cullough will come off a week earlier than 
the time set for it. 

Judge Candler had fixed the date 
October llth, the second Monday in 
month, for the hearing of the case, but 
the supreme court changed the date for 
hearing of criminal business in that court 
from the first Monday to the secomd Mon- 
day, and as the Flanagan case will be 
one of the first cases to come up there 
and the McCullough case one of the first 
in the Clayton superior court and as 
Colonel W. C. Glenn is the leading counsel 
in both, the change has been made. Judge 
Candler has arranged the date of the con- 
vening of the Clayton court a week earlier 
than was intended. 

This is an unusual proceeding on the 
part of the supreme court and it has 
caused many changes in the superior court 
calendar of the Stone Mountain circuit. 

The Rockdale court will thereby be 
thrown a week behind by this change and 
will not convene until the second Monday. 
This arrangement is made to facilitate 
matters in the circuit and make the dates 
end as soon as they would if no imterrup- 
tion was made. The counsel will agree -to 
the earlier date set for the McCullough 
trial, as they have been ready for some 
time. It is not known what new features 
will enter into the case, and the prosecu- 
tion, which will be represented by Hon, 
Tom Watson and Colonel W. C. Glenn, are 
ready for any move. 

The first case to come up on the crim- 
inal business of the supreme court will 
be the Flanagan and the Tom Cyrus cases. 
The bill of exceptions im the former was 
filed yesterday and will bt taken up imme- 
diately. 

The case of certain stockholders in. the 
Southern Building and Loan Association of 
Hunisvilie, Ala., who recently filed a bill 
asking for a receiver, is aiso set for the 
first Monday of this month, and a contin- 
uance for a few days will be asked for 
until the Flanagan case can be disposed 
of, as Colonel Gienn is also counsel in it. 

This case will probably be taken up the 
following Wednesday aiter the first Mon- 
day. A demurrer has been filed in the 
case and also a motion to dismiss. These 
will be argued thoroughly, as -both sides 
think they have strong cases. ‘The con- 
tents of the demurrer and motion are not 
keiown. The attorneys in this city have 
not been made aware of them. The hear- 
ing arises over the dissatisfaction of a 
number of stockholders in Atlanta and 
Macon- who wished to withdraw, but the 
company would not let them as quickly 
as tney desired. They filed a bill asking 
for a receiver.

Judge Van Epps's sole reason im resign- 
ing, so it is said, was the lack of time 
to devote to the work. His law practice 
is increasing, which, with his new task;

his whole attention. There is no* friction 
im the board; it is with sincere regret the, 
president has been forced to take this 
step. He has made the city an excellent, 
officer, and much regret was expressed by' 
Mayor Collier and several councilmen yes- 
terday afternoon on account of the resig-. 
nation. 

When Judge Van Epps was elected, hows, 
ever, it was his intention to serve only a, 
short while. He realized then he would: 
not have sufficient time to devote to law 
practice and school duties, and 
speech immediately after election stated he 
accepted the position temporarily. In a 
personal letter to Mayor Coliier he says. 
it was his regard for this latter official, 
who was‘largely responsibie for his elec- 
tion, that he decided to accept even for 
a short period.

WH supreme court,

Tuis was the opinion of President T. 
B. Neal, of the chamber of commerce, 
of the situation as to rates and the re- 
form which is to come 

The special committee from the citli- 
zens will meet tomorrow afternoon in the 
chamber of commerce for the purpose of 
discussing the condition of affairs, and 
them it will be decided whether a perma- 
nent business lgague will be formed in 
Atlanta. 

Two courses for action will be open to the 
committee. The reform will either be ef- 
fected through the chamber of commerce 
Or a separate organization formed. There 
is a sentiment among some to organize a 
league, composed of the active business 
men of Atlanta, who shall look after the 
general welfare of the city in the matter 
of rates and transportation. Whether this 
will be done cannot be said, as the old 
members of the chamber of commerce 
rather resent this infringmemt upon their 
right, and declare that that body is the 
proper place in which to make the fight. 

“I believe,” said President Neal yester- 
day, “‘that we can do just as much good 
in the chamber of commerce. I am anx- 
ious‘ to see this organization take on new 
life amd® believe that with the addition 
of new members, especially among the ac- 
tive young men of the city, that we can 
accomplish much. What we need now is 
new blood in the body, and I think this 
wili come. As to what will be done Mon- 
day aftermoon, I know not, but I believe 
that the agitation of this question will 
result in much good.” 

The committee will hold a session at 4 
oclock tomorrow afternoon, and it is 
probabie that a formal plan for the or- 
ganization of the proposed league will be 
presented. It has been argued for some 
time that there has been serious neglect 
by the city and the business men in the 
control of rates, and that it is because 
of this fact that alleged discriminations 
have occurred. Upon these grounds those 
who wish the formation of the league 
will take action.. It is probable that a 
lively fight will come as to whether the 
reform shall take place im the chamber 
of commerce or whether a separate organi- 
zation be formed.

MISTRIAL IS THEN DECLARED 


Plaintiff Wanted $10,000 Damages 
Against the Consolidated. 


CASE 18 NOW BECOMING CELEBRATED 


At Its Former Trial McGruder Won a 
Verdict of $2,500, Which the 
Road Appealed. 


The celebrated McGruder damage suit 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company ended yesterday in a 
mistrial, after consuming the entire week 
in the first division of the city court be- 
fore Judge Reid. ; 

The case is celebrated for several rea- 
sons.. The amount sued for is $10,000, the 
numbér of witnesses introduced was enor- 
mous and the testimony was frequently 
amusing, intricate and often resulted in 
impeachment of other witnesses. Every day 
last week witnesses were introduced and 
the jury was unable to put together the 
confused ideas that had been received, and, 
after being out several hours, frankly 
stated that no unanimous verdict could be 
returned. 

The case was brought into the courts 
eeveral months ago and was tried last fall, 
resulting in a verdict of $2,500 for the plain- 
tiff. Mr. McGruder claims to be a news- 
paper man. He came to Atlanta several 
years ago from Ohio and has been living 
6n Ponce de Leon avenue, near Jackson 
street. He alleges in his petition for dam- 
ages that he attempted to alight from a 
car one night in front of his residence, 
when the car was suddenly started and he 
was thrown to the ground with great 
force. He says the fall made of him a 
physical wreck and that since receiving 
the Injuries he has not been able to earn 
the wages he did before the accident. He 
charged the company with negligence in 
starting the car before he had got upon 
the ground. In his litigation he has been

The Consolidated, represenfed by its 
counsel, Messrs. Goodwin & Westmoreland, 
answered the allegations with the charge 
of drunkenness on the part of Mr. Me- 
Gruder. The employees testified that Mc- 
Gruder was under the influence of whisky 
at the time of the accident and they claim- 
ed that if he had been sober the accident 
would never have occurred and the in- 
juries would not have been possible. They 
testified that they were not responsible for 
the accident, as ordinary care was exer- 
cised in the stopping and starting of the 
car. 

After the fury was discharged with the 
thanks of the court it was ascertained that 
ten of the jury stood for a verdict in fa- 
vor of McGruder and that two were in fa- 
vor of rendering a verdiét in favor of the 
company. The case will Be re-set upon the 
calendar and will come up for trial in a 
short time, which will make the third time 
it has been before a jury.

The World’s Richest Widow.

She is called the “countess of Monte 
Cristo,’ but her real name is Donna Isa- 
dora Cousino, a Spanish woman, who lives 
in Chile and who .owms millions of acres 
of land and millions of dollars in money. 
The newspapers delight in depicting her as 
young, and beautiful, this woman with the 
fairy purse, but here is her real pem pic- 
ture: A shabby-looking little brunette of 
fifty-five, deep wrinkles carve her face, 
which has wonderfully keen black eyes; 
hair once jet black, now streaked with 
gray; a limp, the result of rheumatism, dis- 
figures her walk; naturally of pleasant 
temper, her business anxieties and ill-health 


have made her irritable. 


Senora Cousimo comes of a distinguished 
family figuring prominently in the annals 
of old Spain. .One of her ambitious an- 
cestors came to Chile and in the divisions 
of the lamds and spoils he had a large 
share, which he gradually increased by 
adding the lands given his less careful 
neighbors. His descendants followed his 
footsteps and the family’s possessions in- 
ereased till when her father, the richest 
man in Chile, died the vast estate fell to 
his daughter, a mere child. Thirty years 
ago this girl became the wile of 8. Cousino, 
whose estates and wealth were second in 
Chile only to hers. At his death ten years 
ago Senor Cousino bequeathed all his 
wealth to his wife, making her the wealth- 
fest widow’ in the world.

Another park and palatial residence 
a short distance from Santiago is not sur- 
passed agziywhere. It extends from the 
suburbs of the capital through a broad 
and fertile valley far into the Andes, whose 
snowy tops mark its eastern boundaries. 
It has great stretches of cultivated fields, 
orchards and vineyards, flocks and herds, 
stables, racing stock—she is devoted to the 
track. There are other handsome homes 
of hers scattered throughout Chile.

Her gifts and charities are 
munificent. She has three children—two 
daughters and a son. The girls are pret- 
ty,-. bright and popular in society, while 
the son, aged thirty, is thrifty, steady and 
industrious and makes a stand against 
what he calls his mother’s extravagance.

FIND SURPASSES THAT OF ARKANSAS 


For Years the Jewels Have Been Used 
by Children as Luck 
Balls. 


Calhoun, Ga., September 18.—(Spectal.)— 
The great pearl excitement which recently 
developed in Arkansas has appeared in 
upper Georgia. Not long since Jack Ben- 


nett, a farmer who lives about twelve miles 
above Rome, on the Oostanaula river, read

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treasurer for $300 deposited September 11th, 
$1,400 under date of September loth and 

138.55 under date of September 17th. These 
amounts added together cover the enure 
amount, $5,338.55, the entire amount he was 
due the state on September 1, 1897.”’

was under his management and control, 
and that so soon as the amount due the 
state under his management .was aser- 
tained he prompt!y paid the same into the

treasury, as tnis report will show. 
To the report of the state examiner {s 
attached the following repert to his 


excelency from Commissioner Culver him- 
self: 

“I herewith submit unto your excellency 
my report, which should have been made 
quarterly, but owing to the eontinucd ill- 
ness and subsequent death of mv chipf 
clerk it was not done. He (my chief clerk) 
was very solicitously anxious that his 
books be correctly kept and that his re- 
ports be made promptly and confidently 
hoped that he would be able to do so.” 

He then made a statement of facts sim- 
ilar to the explanaion quoted from in the 
examiners’ report and concluded as fol- 
lows: 

“T will, in a few days. make out my an- 
nual report to be submitted to your exce}- 
lency giving in detail all of the work that 
has been done in this department for the 
past year. In the future with my present 
efficient chief clerk. who I hope will en. 
joy good health and his life be spared, I 
assure you that all reports will be prompt- 


ly and correctly made. 
In justice. to Commissioner Culver, it 
should be stated that his ehief clerk has 


a statutory right to handle the money of 
the office. He is under the Jaw the eashier, 
rot of the commissioners, but of the de- 
partment, and his bond is equal in amount 
to that of the commissioner and payable 
to the state. The commissioner reports 
the »mount received by his department for 
fertilizer tags during the year as $63,231.95; 
for licenses $813. 

Major Culver, has settled his accounts 
with the state in full, and this will likely 
be the last of it. 

Jesse Adams. the commissioner’s new 
clerk, is competent and trustworthy and 
the affairs of the office will in future be 
managed admirably, it is bellfeved.

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one night in a newspaper an account of the 
wonderful discovery of pearls in the rivers 
and lakes of Arkansas. The following 
morning, with his litile son, he went down 
on Johns creek, a tributary of the Oosta- 
naula river, to look for gems. Wading into 
the stream, a basketful of mussels were 
soon gathered. They were taken out on the 
bank and opened up. Out of the lot he Sse- 
cured several fine syecimens, some of them 
being as large as peas. Thcy were sent to 
a lapidary in Baltimore, with 
to reali on them if they had 
mercial value. To his great surprise, a few 
days ago -he received a check for $180. This 
put the neighborhood in a fever of excite- 
ment, the result being that entire families 
are camping on the river and creek. 

Charley Sims, a little son of ’Squire Sims, 
found a pearl of large size and very brtl- 
liant. He sent it to Chattanoogeg: and re- 
ceived $40 for it. At Rome numerous parties 
have been bringing in pearls of small size,

and occasionally one of great Walue. 
Frank Wyatt, living near Calhoun, on 

the Oostanaula river, learned of the pearl 

discoveries and began to search the banks 


of the stream and has coilected quite a 
large number of specimens. All streams 
in this vicinity abound in pearl-bearing 


mussels, and for many years children have 
collected the gems and used them as luck 
balls and marbles, thinking they were tne 
eyes of the mussels. Various rumors are 
constantly afloat about wonderful finds in 
the streams of north Georgia and Alabama. 

Nearly every waterway in the southern 
States is inhabited more or less by mus- 
sels. They are imbedded in the mud of 
the bottom or banks of the streams. Por 
ceituries they have been passed by un- 
heeded, no one dreaming that they were 
Of any value. Now that attention nas been 
directed to them as a source of profit, it is 


probable that every stream wili be thor- 
oughly and systematically ‘picked,’ and 
great results are expected. 


As far ‘back as the time of DeSoto mearls 
Were found in the waters of north Georgia. 
The following account is given by Abbott 
in his history of the Spainish adventurer: 

“The rivers in the vicinity of Chiaha 
(now Rome) seem to have abounded with 
pearl oysters, and large numbers of beau- 
liful pearls were obtained. The natives 
nearly spoiled them ahi by boring them 
through with a redhot rod that they might 
string them as bracelets. One day the ¢a- 
cique presented DeSoto with a string of 
pearls six feet in length, each pearl as 
large as a filbert. These gems would have 
been of almost priceless value but for the 
action of fire upon them.”’ 

Pearls were also found in the Savannah 
river, as Spanish and Portuguese historians 
record. These assertions have always been 
perplexing to students of history, but the 
finding of the pearls in Arkansas and their 
discovery in Georgia and Alabama tends 
to establish their correctness. 

The pearls grow on the inside of the 
shells of mussels, which are so plentiful in 
southern waters that they sometimes im- 
pede navigation, as at Mussel shoals won 
the Tennessee river. Their formation is 
supposed to be accidental. The theory of 
the United States fish commission js that 
a grain of sand is sucked in by the mus- 
Sel with its food. Every nine months the 
mussel throws off a milk secretion, which 
forms a new coating of mother of pear! 
inside the shell, white, blue or pink. A 
coating of this substance forms around 
the intruding grain of sand each year. and 
in. the course of time the pearl is formed 
The conditions, however, must be just rignt, 
and in some places where there are but 
few shells the best pearls have been picked 
up in the largest quantities.
